SENATE CAUCUS. 
„ TAKING SOUNDINGS. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Nov. 10.—The Repub- 
lican Senators were in caucus to-day from 12 
o’clock until 5, and adjourned imposing the 
strictest injunction of secresy upon every Sen- 
ator. The very fact that it was thought neces- 
sary to take much special precautionary meas- 
ures to keep the proceedings of the caucus 
from publicity is construed to indicate that the 
session was a violent one, and that the delibera- 
tions were not harmonius. Dispatches of the 
most sensational character are being based up- 
on this idea. Taking the cue from the denna 
interview with Senator Conkling in the New 
York Herald of yesterday, similar words are 
being put in his mouth to-night as having been 
reiterdted with more deliberation and greater 
em phasis in the caucus proceedings this after- 
noon. 


are 
THE MEREST SENSATIONS. 


It can de stated upon the highest authority 
that as to the general results the caucus was 
entirely harnronious, and that there is more 
hope to-nignt of perfect unity in the party and 
less to fear from threatened rupture than there 
has been at anv time since the 4th of March. 
Whatever differences of opionion there may have 
been before the caucus convened, or may have 
been manifested pending the caucus, when the 
adjournment was reached there was unusual 
good feeling. All bitterness was forgotten, 
differences were settlea, and the foundation laid 
for well-considered, deliberate, and harmonious 
action hereafter. That was 
THE SPIRIT OF THE CAUCUS. 
Of course in a session of five hours, with all but 
four Republican Senators present, it was to be 
expected that in the first interchange of sen- 
timents there should be some manifestation of 
dissatisfaction with the Administration policy. 
There was a good deal of animated discussion, — 
indeed, it became so animated at one time that 
the speakers were cautioned by the Chairman, 
Senator Anthony, to speak in more subdued 
tones that the discussion might not be heard in 
the adjoining corridors. 
referred to the pretended interview in the New 
York Herald, which he characterized as state- 
ments purporting to come from him,” which in 
many particulars were incorrect, and which 
were to some extent disavowed. 
THE ACTUAL RESULTS 
of the caucus are understood to be briefly these: 
First, the Republicans agreed to present a solid 
front to the Democracy on all political ques- 
tions; to vote as a uuit against the Democrats 
upon all questions reiating to administrative or 
party policy. Second, as to confirmations, they 
decided to stand upon the. President's Civil- 
Service policy, and to decline to confirm in cases 
where it may be clearly made to appear tnat re- 
movals have not been made for cause. This is 
the programme already outlined in these dis- 
patches. The latter position was forced by 
the Conkling men. The champion of the Ad- 
ministration was Dawes. The most prominent 
opponents of the Administration were Conk- 
ling and Oglesby. The latter is represented as 
having desired to induce the party to

THE BUSTED BANKS. 
A RELIEF BILL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasuineoton, D. C., Nov. 10.—Maj. Kirkland 

has prepared a bill to be presented to Congress 
for the relief of all the insolvent Chicago savings 
banks, other than the States Savings Institu- 
tion.

HEARING BEFORE THE SENATE JUDICIARY COM- 
MITTEE.

Wasnineton, D. C., Nov. 10.—The ficht, 
which promises to be a long and interesting one, 
on Thurman’s bill to compel the Pacific: Rail- 
roads to reimburse the Government for its sub- 
sidy bonds and interest, out of their net earn- 
ings, commenced in the Senaze Judiciary Com- 
mittee today.

Messrs. Mould, 
Dillon, Huntington, and Stanford were also 
present, and also representatives of the 
Kansas Pacific bondholders and of the 
Sioux City & Pacific Railroad Company. 
Mr. ‘Trumbull requested a postpone- 
ment of the hearing to give himself 
and colleagues time for consultation, saying 
that he had only just arrived, and bad had no 
zune for preparation.

THE PONCAS. 
PRESIDENT HAYES HAS A BIG TALK WITH THEM. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 10.—The Ponca 
Indians, at the Executive Mansion this after- 
nooy, heard the response of the President to 
restatements. The President said: 

FUnmxos: Ihave carefully considered what 
ve said to me. Iknow you have always 
good friends to the white peowle. There is 
none of their blood on your hands. Lou have al- 
ways listened to what the Government of the 
te people has said to you, and have done what 
you .were told to do. You have, therefore, my 
sincere and nearty sympathy, and I will do all I 
can to help you. You were removed from your old 
reservation to guard you from collision with other 
Indians who were unfriendly to you. I desire 
you shouid live in peace and security. For this 
reason you vrere taken awayfrom the Missouri 
River, and for the same reason I think it would 
not be good fdr yeur own welfare that you should 
travel back so great a distance to the same place. 
Your people are now in the Indian Territory to- 
gether with other Indian tribes who are friendly to 
you, and with whom you can live in peace and good 
neighborhood. You complain that on the land you 
now occupy you are exposed to much annoyance 
from bad men who steal your cattle and ponies. 
aml demoralize your people with whisky. Mindfal 
of your conduct, I desire to consult your wishes. 
There is much good land in the Indian Territory 
further away from the white settlements where 
you will not ‘be expo to such an- 
noyances. For the land which you left on 
the Missouri River you shall have a tract 
as large and fertile, with plenty of timber and 
many water courses. I will permit you -to send 
cout some of your Chiefs to make a selection for 
your people of lands which still belong to the Gov- 
ernment in the Indian Terrieory. he lands so 
selected yon shall have and cultivate it, and 
— crops and cattle for yourselves and your chil- 
ren.

HAPPY RAILWAY ENDING. 
The apparently interminable and inexplicable 
trouble in which the St. Paul & Pacific Rail- 
way has been involved fora length of time is 
now about ended. A new company of Min- 
nesotians and Canadians interested in the im- 
mediate opening of railway communication 
with Manitoba, at the head of which is the 
President of the Red Biver Navigation Com- 
pany, Mr. Norman Kitson, has lately been or- 
ganized for the purchase of the St. Paul & 
Pacific Railway (First Division) and the com- 
pletion of the British portion from Winnipeg to 
&t. Vincent on the international line. This ad- 
justment. by removing the questions in dis- 
ute between the Company and the Holland 
bondholders from Holland to Mimesota, von- 
verts them into “home questions’’ between 
citizens, and guarantees an amiva- 
ble ending. This adjustment opens to the 
British Possessions a cheapest and most direct 
route not only to Manitoba, but to Bismarck 
and the Black Hills, from the good City of Chi- 
cago. It is true there is another connection 
opened between St. Paul and Brainerd on the 
North Pacific which will be a rival to the other, 


aud in this way control the charges of travel 


and transportation throughout that vast region. 
And there is still the lake connection main- 
tained by the St. Paul & Duluth Railwav,which, 
during the navigation season, will influence the 
charges on the Milwaukee & St. Paul and the 
West Wisconsin Roads running from St. Paul 
to Chicago. These, however, of them- 
selves would not offer the complete 
route afforded by the St. P. & P. 
when completed to Winnipeg, though 
as auxiliaries to if they are very reliable. But 
this intimation would be meomplete without 
some notice of colonization. For, according as 
the route is completed, there will spring up 
colonies on the prolific prairies traversed by it, 
and with them golden harvests oi wheat al- 
ready unrivaled im the markets of the world.

THE ERIE RAILROAD. 
The New York Times gives the following ac- 
count of the decree of foreclosure and sale of 
the Erie Railroad grauted by Judge Donobue, 
of New York: 
A decree of foreclosure and sale of the property, 
rights, franchises, etc., of the crie Railway Com- 
pany has been granted by Judge Donohue, in Su- 
preme Court, Chambers, and there appears to be 
now some prospect of the railroads soon passing 
out of the Receiver’s hand. The decree was 
granted in the suit of the Farmers’ Loan & Trust 
Company against the Erie Railway Company and 
others, that being une of the two suits in which 
the Receivers appointment was made about two 
yearsago. The decree is a long printed doca- 
ment, and contains minute and very definite reci- 
tale. It frst sets forth the mortgaces now on the 
Company's property. These include what are 
known as the old mortgages” on the Erie Road 
proper, and in amount are as follows; First 
mortgage, $2, 482, 000; second, $2, 174, 000; third, 
8. 852, 000; fourth, $2,937,000; and fifth, 
709,500. The new mortgages are as follows: 
The sixth, made to the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company on Sept. 1, 1870, $16,656, 000, on which 
also $2,573,245 of interest is due; and seventh, 
containing two parte, one for $10,000,000 and the 
ether for $15,000,000, on which $1, 898, 020.80 
and 82. 855, 312. 50, of interest became due, re- 
spectively. on the let inst. The amount due by the 
Erie Railway Company on these accounts amounts 
to $62,167, 078. 30. The decree then recites 
the other suits which were brought by the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company in New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania, where the Erie 
Company has property, in aid of the suit 
in the Supreme Court here. These suits are now 
pending. A recital is then made tothe effect that 
the bondholders of the Erie Company have ap- 
inted agents to forma new company under the 
we of this State. To tais new company, when 
organized, the decree authorizes the sale of the 
present Company's effects to be made, provided the 
new corporation is the highest bidder. The decree 
also authorizes the transier of a bid to the proposea 
new Company, as well as the assigning of ekecu- 
tory contracts. George Ticknor Curtis is appointed« 
the Referee to sell the Company's property. The 
Farmers’ Loan & Trust Company is permitted to 
abandon and disclaim leasehold estates and interests 
on notice to the Referee. The saie of the property 
is to take place in this city, and is to be for cash. 
The property is to be sold subject to the Receiver’s 
contracts. Ex-Juage James C. Spencer is to 
audit and pass upon the accounts of the Receiver 
of toe Erie Railway, and the amount which may 
be found due to the Receiver, upon the account- 
ing, is to be a lien on the property. In case a new 
company is formed by the bondholders, the Re- 
ceiver may, by arrangement with the latter, take 
bonds and coupons for their face value, or pro 
rata, for the amounts found due him. The sale of 
the property need not be had until after the suite

THE NEW ROUTE TO DENVER. 

The extension of the Longmont Branch from 
Longmont to the Union Pacific Road at Hazard, 
about seventy-five miles, is completed, and 
trains are now running over it regularly.

Strahl at Columbia, III. | 


He Confesses to the Murder of Farmer 
Goetz and Wile, 


And Relates the Horrible Man- 
ner of Their Taking-Off. 


A Cirouit Judge of Illinois Said to Have 
Witnessed the Hanging. 


Yesterday's Record of Miscellaneous 
Murders. 


SUMMARILY LYNCTIED.

gr. Louis. Mo., Nov. 10.—As prophesied by 
sour correspondent, the citizens in the neigh- 
of Columbia, III., this morning took 
jnto their own hands the law, and administered 
a swift and summary justice to Carl Staah), for 
¢he murder of Henry Goctz and his wife, the 
details of which were given in today’s Trin- 
xs. This morning the prisoner was taken to 


the scene of the murder. where 
an inquest was at once inaugurated. 
Tne news of the horrible tragedy 


had strongly excited the community, and a hun- 
ared farmers on horseback witnessed the pro- 
ceedings. Their horses were picketed at an ad- 
ing fence. Their faces were pale and deter- 
mined, and there was a frequent exchange of 
mysterious whispers. All this was significant. 
Several witnesses were examined, and then the 
prisoner was induced to make a confes- 
sion. He made it with trembling 
lips. short ard  equat ſigure 
shook with exeitement. His broad shoulders, 
massive arms, and sturdy legs spoke of great 
strength, but were subdued now by terror. His 
low and beetling forehead overhung a pair of 
greedy, bright, and cruel eyes. His thick and 
sensual lips were parted and trembling. His 
naturally repulsive face was even more repul- 
sive from ite deathly pallor. He spoke slowly 
and with frequent glances at the crowd. 
The substance of his confession was as follows: 
Calling on Goetz Wednesday morning the lat- 
ter urged him to make restitution for a piece of 
petit larceny be had recently committed. Strahl! 
Goetz pieke 1 up a rifle. and threat- 

ened. Strahl took it away from him after a se- 
vere struggle. Goetz then seized a shot-gun. 
Strahl ran. They ran through the woods, 
swamp, and underbrush a quarter of 
amile. Strahl then stopped and told Goetz to 
as he would shoot. Goetz turned to run 

and Strahl shot, the rifle-ball entering Goetz’s 
head in the rear, piercing the brain, and he fell 
in his tracks. Strahl took the body into a piece 
of thick, almost impenetrable, underbrush, and 
covered it with leaves. No eve would have 
geen it in that lonely spot, even if within a 


Going thence to the house Strahl determined 
to add robbery to murder. At the door he met 
Mrs. Goetz, a fair-haired, blue-eyed young 
woman of 22. He informed her that he had 
killed her husband. She screamed and turned 
to fly. He seized an ax and buried it im her 

repeated the alarm in a faint voice. 
He t in the side of her bead 
with the ax. Still moaning she was dragged to 
the little cellar, whence he threw her to the foot 
of the steps. and piled on top. of ber the wash- 
tubs and buckets, a rough bench, and a wheel- 
harrow. He then robbed the house, after tak- 
fag a pin from her breast, and taking the horse 
and wagon drove rapidly through the night to 
St. Louis, distant about fifteen miles. 
At the Coroner’s suggestion Strahl took the 


jury to the spot where the murdered husband 


lay. Turning up the leaves, the body was 
found muddy and covered with biood. They 
then went back tothe scene of the inquest. 
The confession having been completed, the 
Coroner asked Strahl to sign it. It was read 
over to him, and he affixed his signature in a 
scholarly and rapid handwriting. Strahl was a 
well-educated Swiss, and had only been two 
years in this country. 

During this whole proceeding there was such 


intense excitement among the crowd that not a 


word was spoken. A few significant glances 
were exchanged. As Strahl resumed his seat 
after sicning the confession, a man stepped 
forward from the crowd. From underneath his 
coat be drew a rope halter and threw it over 
Strahl's bead. As it clinched around his neck, 
a man further off in the crowd drew a rope that 
had been stretched along the ground. Strahl! 
fell from his seat, drawn by the rope. 
The Coroner expostulated. A voice said: 
“Dry up; you have have doné your duty. 
Now we will do ours.“ Strahl struggled in 
vain, anda few steps on he regained his feet 
and attempted to resist, hdlding the rope with 
his hands. He was felled to the ground by a 
club. Struggling, and twisting, and begging for 
life he was dragged a distance of fiity yards, 
and then the was thrown over the branch 
of asveamore. In a second Strahl was swinging 
in the air, at a distance of fifteen feet 
ground. The = was a beauti- 
ful one, though touch with a sense 
of gloom and sorrow by the fallen leaves that 
were strewn around by the wintry wind. Hardly 
a word was spoken from first to last. 

Twenty minutes, half an hour, forty-five min- 
utes, passed, and it was evident that Strahl 
was a corpse, and then the crowd, which 
numbered nearly a hundred, rode away. The 
corpse swung back and forth in the wind for 
nearly two hours. The, clothing was muddy 
from bis being dragged in the mud. A scratch 
over his left eve showed where a branch had 
torn the flesh. The blopa had covered the left 


side of his face.

It is safe to prophesy that the perpetrators of 
this act of wild mob justice will never be 
brought to anewer.

To the Editor of The Tribune. : 

CA., III., Nov. 10.—Near the close of the 
late Art Exposition, held in connection with the 
Inter-State Industrial Exposition, there was re- 
ceived by the managers from Munich a very 
notable picture, about which a few words de- 
serve to be said. The young artist who has 
achieved this work is well known to many in 
this city, bis birthplace. His early devotion to 
art, and his fine talents, many people have for 
some time. known and recognized, but owing to 
a number of unfriendly circumstances, prin- 
cipal among which has been his fll-health, the 
outcome of his labors heretofore has been not 
all that could be desired. It is of Mr. Charles 
G. Dyer that I speak; and for the reason that 
he is one of Chicago’s own candidates for fame, 
all our citizens who care for art naturally would 
take special interest in him; it is much to be re- 
gretted that the picture did not arrive in time to 
be exhibited fairly to the throngs who daily 
visited the Exposition. Its great merits could 
not but have been at once recognized by the ex- 
perienced gentlemen who had charge of that en- 
terprise; but owing to the preoccupation of the 
walls, it was at the last hour given a place al- 
most to kill it, in the small room, 
above the line, in the most imperfect and 
damaging light. Very few people, probably, 
ever sawit there at ail, and of those who did 
see it, protably no one looked a second time. 

¥rom the pains and study that were evident- 
ly expended upgn this picture, it must be infer- 
red that the artist designed it to be his certifi- 
cate and patent of rank. It is not such a picture 
as every artist of talent bas painted, or could 
paint, fresh from bis pupilege, and with, per- 
haps, the too-friendly aid of his master. It is a 
still-life subject. His choice of subject gives 
his work the stamp of honesty. If he had been 
less confident of his abilities,—if he had doubted 
the accuracy of his eye or the steadiness of his 
hand,—and had songht to produce an effect 
by trick, he would have chosen to paint a pretty 
face and a daunting costume, relying on gauds 
ana not on truth. After all, is it not a mistake 
to suppose that still-life painting is less worthy 
of the artist than much of the flgure-paint ing 
now in vogue! To imitate a chair, or a bronze 
plate, or a piece of china, is as difficult, surely, 
as to imitate a dimpled cheek or a pair of whis- 
kers. How large a bart of most pictures, too, 
—whatever else they may contain,—is still-iife, 
aud often the most attractive, though not. 
it may be, that which ‘the instructed 
most admire. All who have seen the best 
pictures will remember some Dutch cabinet- 
piece, or some English: or American inte- 
rior, in which all the articles of furniture, or 
household utensils, and the shapes and finish of 
the rooms, are so accurately rendered as to 
stand for something better than even historical! 


or poetic description. Figures there are none. 


But what does it matter? As I write, my eye is 
on a picture of this description, and I can fancy 
that I hear the good lady lightly moving about 
in the next room, or the merry voices of children 
at play. Indeed. if I were to question an artist, 
I should expect him to answer that itis easier 
to produce a comparatively great work, with 
human figures for a subject, than to produce a 
great work with still-life for za subject. I will 
here say (though I cannot pretend to be a very 
intelligent judge) that, seen in all the lights any 
knowledge and observation I may have enable 
me to throw upon it, the present picture by Mr. 
Dyer is exceptionally and emphatically good. 
Neither do 1 doubt but toat any one with knowl- 
edge enough to speak positively would give it 
more uoqualified praise still. is further may 
be said: If amy one looking at this picture does 
not concede its merits because of its subject, 
such a one is not educated up to the artist's 
standard. Let no one thus hindered flatter 
rae ey that he has a higher idea in his own 
mind. 

It will be found much more difficult to ana- 
lyze this picture and apportion due praise to 
its several parts than to characterize it as a 
whole. It is a perfect picture in its arrange- 
ment. The size of the canvas is large, without 
being unwieldy, and every inch of the space is 
made to contribute its full share to the main 
design, Even bere, too, 

THE ARTIST'S INFLEXIBLE HONESTY 
is shown. The objects are selected most nat- 
uraliy, and brought together in a way not to 
disturb their naturainess. The side walls of 
what is certainly a magaificent room are not 
represented at all, and the back wall is in deep 
shade,—some fine paneling is rather to be 
imagined than seen, and some rich old tapes- 
try. Near the wall stands a table, with 
a Turkish cover, which in folds over one 
side reaches the floor. This is wonderful in 
texture and color. Back gf and a little above 
this table, on what is dim seen to bi a mantel. 
are various articles of bric-a-brac, aud à jewel- 
case that glitters and dazzles in geins and silver 
tracery. A bronze plate is there, which is the 
metal itself. On the tale, besides a beautiful 
blue and white vase, are fruits, flowers, and 
an open book, and a single glass of wine. The 
treatment of these objects is so different from 
what in most recent foreign pictures is the 
case, that it must be remarked to the artist’s 
credit. For, since so many of even the most 
distinguished artists have taken to painting 
„broad,“ it is often next to impossible to say 
with auy degree of certainty of what 
species a particular tree is, its leaves 
are so little distinenished from the leaves of 
every other kind of tree. In this picture—though 
not excessively realistic—nothing is slighted, 
nothing is ina half-finished state, each object 
has its own distinct form, color, and texture. 
A rose leai is bere a rose leaf, and not a muilen. 
The leaf of the grape is here the leaf of the 
grape, and not of a cabbage. The pale pink 
roses on the table, and the close, moist, yet 
crisp, rose buds, are painted with a delicacy and 
tenderness asrareastrue. A bunch of grapes, 
a peach and a pear, lie almost hid, and yet the 
eye id sure not to miss them, so finely are they 
bhndled. A single rose that has dropped on the 
floor was an accidental but a happy thought of 
the artist. I pass the glass of wine! 
One of the truest things in the picture 
is the «pen book, face upwards, and showing a 
steel plate and the printed page. The paper is 
fine linen, sure enough, and the covers are old 
calf, that have been used until they shine. In 
the middle stands a stout-built, substantially- 
upholstered chair of a common pattern, which 
gives solidity to the design. It is made of the 
ardest wood, a fringe of veritable leather is 
fastened with undoubted brass nails, and the 
gray plush of the seat and back, though it has 
been sat on for years, is compacted, not in- 
jured, and good for other years still. Over the 
arm of this chair that is farthest from the eve 
is thrown negtigently a velvet cloak that 
lacks nothing in the’ texture or color 
(it is of a dark purple), and on this 
cloak is a pair of leathern gauntlets, drab, 
soit, and tempting to the hand. Over the back 
of the chair is swung a hunting-pouch, its 
leathern straps with buckles hanging down the 
side. All this is admirable; but perhaps the 
most remarkable piece of painting in this inge- 
nious composition is a sword that rests ws 
mt on the floor and its hilt against the chair. 
his weapon is of the shape that is usually car- 
ried on the stag, but larger, as if intended for 
actual service. ere one can, in very truth, 
look on cold steel.“ It is as impossible to mis- 
take its quality as the weapon itself, —a thing 
hard to match in its way. The elaboration and 
ornamentation of the sword’s hilt had evident- 
ly the artist’s closest care. In this part of the 
work he took delight. The metal was polished 
and deadened, shed and deadened, and again 
lished, many and many a time, till he wrought 
t into its present satisfactory state. All that 
has now been described, and some things that 
have been omitted, or perhaps forgotten, have 
for the foundation a floor of hard inlaid wood, 
that one could chop at, but not into, so real is 
it, and yet of an iron hardness. Let it be added 
that, besides the exquisite gradations of: color 
in this work, the distribution of licht and shade 
is managed as by one who soon will be, if he is’ 
not already, a mast r of his art. 


If any are inclined to deem the re- 
marks extravagant, let them see the pict- 
ure. I conceive the value of it to 


be very considerable, and have frankly 
said so. The artist has done himself and his 
city honor. But it I have, throuch ignorance 
or epthusiasm, placed the picture in too glowing 
a light, the fact that Mr. Dyer is a young man 
beionging to Chicago will atone for the fault.

GALLERY AND STUDIO. 

The Keppel collection of — engravings now 
on exhibition at Jansen, McClurg & Co.'s book- 
store is one of the most prominent attractions 
in the city. It embraces proofs and early im- 
pressions of the best works of the engravers of 
France, Germany, Italy, and England during 
the past 200 years. Among the engravers rep- 
resented are Sharp, of London, whose Dioge- 
nes in Search of an Honest Man,” after the 
celebrated painting b Salvator Rosa, 
and the “Doctors of the Church,” a 
reproduction in form. and almost of color, of 
Guido Reni’s well-known canvas, are regarded 
by connoisseurs as being among the most per- 
fect. of the examples of the gravers’ art. Mas- 
son’s ‘“* Wnite-Haired Man,” a portrait of Brisa- 
cier, after an oil painting by Mignard, is re- 
markable for the realistic manner in which the 
hair is treated. Succeeding artists have profited 
from it, and it isa matter of record that Longhe, 
the great Roman artist, constantly made use 
of it while engagea in engraving the head of 
Washington. The Madonna of the Stars,“ by 
Mendel, after the painting by Dolci, is remark- 
able for the tender feeling with which the 
balf shadows are treated. Two scenes from 
childhood's da the “Smile” and “Frown” 
on the face of te schoolmaster—are reproduced 
with vivid effect by Taylor and Sharp from the 
original picture, by Webster, an English artist 
of the a century. Muller, a German en- 
graver, is represent by a full-length portrait 
of Louis XVI., after the historical painting by 
Duplessis. The manner in which the textures 
of silk, velvet, ermine, and lace are reproduced 
in black and white is simply wonderful. 
Longhe’s masterpiece, a fullleugtu por- 
trait of Eugene Napoleon, who for 
a short time was King of italy, 
is a worthy companion-piece to Gerard’s 
Napoleon, in his coronation robes, after the 
well-known portrait of Deshoyers, now in the 
Louvre. Wille’s Satin Gown,” as the picture 
is commonly called, is a reproduction of a cele- 
brated painting by Ferburgh, and is remarkable 
for the exquisite manner iu which the texture 
of that fabric is handled in black and white. 
Guido’s (Sewing Women,” Bervic’s Achilles 
Taught by the Centaur” and Dezanira Car- 
ried Off by the Centaurs,”’ Turner's Venice“ 
and; ‘‘Anefent and Modern Italy,“ Vasseur’s 
“Fish Girl,” Denon’s etchings of cat- 
tle after Paul Potter, Forster’s por- 
trait of Raphael at the age of 15, and 
works by Wille, Raimbach, Volpoto, Piranesi, 
Drevat, and others of their contemporaries, are 
included in the collection. 

There is nothing new at O’Brien’s Gallery 
this week. Early next month the management 
expect a consignment of landscape and figure 
pieces from the easels of well-known New York 
artists. |

SUMNER’S EARLY LIFE. 


What He Wrote About Lord Brougham, 
Harrict Martineau, Lord Jeffrey, Carlyle, 
and Joanna Baillie. 

From Pierce's Li fe of Sumner. 

After six months in Paris, which we will pass 
over, Sumner crossed the Channel to England. 
In Paris he had seen Brougham, who was one 
of his idols; in London he made his acquaint- 
ance, and soon afterward went up into the 
North to visit him at Brougbam Castle. Here 
we will quote Sumner’s own words, written 
Sept. 6, 18438, to George 8. Hillard: 

was thoroughly wet and covered with mud 
when I arrived. On my mentioning my situa- 
tion to his Lordship, who kindly received me 
in the hall, he himself at once showed me to 
my bedroom, where | enjoyed the comfort of a 
complete change of dress. After 1 came down- 
stairs, he left mein the library and went about 
writing letters, which were to leave by the 
mail before dinner. He wrote more 
than the number which he could 
frank,—that is, ten,—and at 6 o’clock was in the 
library dressed ior dinner. The only person be- 
sides myself was an ol | familiar friend, a clergy- 
man (who brought with him asa present to the 
ex-Chancellor a bottle of rum upward of fifty 
years old), though Lord Chief Justice Tindal 
and Lord Moncreiff (the latter the great Scotch 


Judge and lawyer) were expected. The 
truly venerable and interesting mother of 
his Lordship—now 86 years old—was 
in the dining room when we 
entered, and presided at the table. Never did 
I see a person who bore her years so well. She 


seemed a fit mother for a distinguished son. 
Her manners were easy and even graceful, with 
very little of the constraint of age. She refused 
my proffered assistance in hel; ing the soup, 
though she aiterwards condescended to allow me 
to mangle a partridge. She is tall, has sharp 
features, and an aquiline nose. Her countenance 
is much more refined and intellectual than her 
son’s. You doubtiess know that she is the 
niece of the historian Robertson. Lady Broug- 
ham and her daughter are at a watering-place at 
the South. During the dinner, his Lordsbip 
was constant in his attentions to his mother, ad- 
dressing her as Mother,“ and urging her to eat 
of particular dishes. I heard Mrs. Brougham ad- 
dress her son as ‘Lord Brougham.’ I could hard- 
ly make up my mind and my tongue to address 
this venerable woman as ‘Mrs. Brougham,’ 
which is all that belongs to her, and then speak 
to her son as ‘My Lord.“ At table the conver- 
sation turned on light matters,—the great scarci- 
ty of game, the merits of some old Madeira (the 
gift of Cutiar Fergusson), of a black cock (the 
giit of Lord Auglesey), and of the rum (the val- 
uable contribution of the clergyman). Besides 
these there was a variety ot topics arising from 
tamiliarity with the parson, and reminiscences 
of common acquaintances. Mrs. Brougham re- 
tired very soo after the cloth was removed. 
His Lordship took very littie wine, less than I 
have seen any gentleman take at the head of his 
table in England; but if he have not that vice, 
which has been attributed to him,—and 1 fully 
believe that he has auother which is, perhaps, as 
bad; certainly itis bad and vulgar beyond ex- 
pression, I mean swearing. I have dined in 
company nearly every day since I have been in 
England, and I do not remember to have met a 
—— who swore half so much as Lord 
rougham, and ail this in conversation with an 
aged clergyman! His manner was rapid, hurried, 
and his voice very loud. He seemed uneasy and 
restless, and of course made me feel the same. 
His language, as you may well suppose, was 
vigorous and to the nt. He told some 
capital stories of ing William, from 
which I should infer, notwithstanding all 
the reports tothe contrary, that he was on good 
terms with that monarch. You remember Den- 
man’s famous appeal on the Queen’s trial, 
alluding to the slanders of the Duke of Clar- 
ence, ‘Come forth, thou slanderer!’ Brough- 
ain said that the Duke of York, sitting in one 
corner of the house, said to a Peer near him, 
‘There is my brother William! he is always in 
some scrape,’ While the Duke of Clarence, sit- 
ting on the other side of the house, whispered 
to his friend, ‘My brother Frederick is always 
saying some d—d absurd thing,’—each sup 
ing the other referred to by Denman!

He that he should certainly visit 
us, for, with the present facilities of inter- 
course, it were a shame in an Englishman to be 
norant of the practical working of our institu- 
tions. ‘I am a republican,’ said he, ‘or rather 
I am for intrusting tothe people the largest pos- 
— — degree of power.’ I doubt if he knows much 
about our affairs or our publicmen. When 1 
mentioned Webster’s name, he said, ‘ Yes, 1 
have understood that Webster is a clever man,’ 
and Clay’s did not seem to call up any u- 
lar idea, He did not speak of the law, though, 
when I saw him at his house in Belgrave square, 
he had said, Come and see me, and we will 
talk about codification and the law. 
I had never opened my mouth to him 
about either. I think that be is about 
throwing himself again among the people, and 
accepting their leadership. He spoke to me in 
the most dis ng terms of the aristocracy; 
but I shall be afraid that he will not speak so 
much for truth’s sake as to promote own 
fame and power, or to gratify a personal pique. 
Centainly, in the society in which I haye moved, 
I have heard but one opinion expressed with re- 
— to the dishonesty and malevolence which 
ave characterized his late conduct; and his spite 
‘oward Lord Durham is represented as diabol- 
ical. Last winter it was supposed for awhile 
that an invention had been found out which 
would supersede the use of coal, upon which 
rd Durham’s immense income depends. 
Brougham is said to have gone about telling of 
it, and rubbing his hands, saying: Old Dur- 
bam is a beggar! Old Durham is a beggar!’ 
Perhaps all these idiosyncrasies may be better 
understood and more charitably viewed, when 
it is known, as it is not generally in England, 
that Brougham’s father died insane, and that 
he has a sister who is so still. I am disposed 
to believe that there is in him a nervousness and 
immense activity which is near akin to insanity, 
aud which at present jangles the otherwise 
even measures of his character.” 

This is the most favorable expianation of 
Brougham’s conduct, which Macaulay aud Har- 
riet artineau have denounced in much 
stronger terms than the amiable and moderate 
young American felt at liberty to use. 

Miss Martineau, in writing to Mrs. Chapman 
after Sumuer’s death in 1874, said that. My 
mother and I had the pleasure of introducing 
Charles Sumper into some of best 
society that he saw,“ naming 
especially Lord Carlisle. Sumner reached 
London June 1, 1888, and within a month (a 
parently without seeing Miss Martineau at all) 
had been admitted to the “Garrick,” the 
‘“*Travelers’,”’ and the “Alfred” Clubs, had 
breakiasted with Lord Denman, dined with Lord 
Lansdowne, and attended a great ball at Lord 
Fitzwilliams’. Lord Lansdowne had sent him a 
ticket to Queen Victoria’s coronation, he had 
been invited to sit on the bench with the Judges, 
and had metanost of the prominent literary men, 
including Landor, Macaulay, Talfourd, Hallam, 
Milman, and Carlyle. He was, indeed, over- 
whelmed with attentions and had to decline half 
his invitations. ‘‘ Lord Carlisle“ was then Lord 
Morpeth, and instead of being “‘ Viceroy of Ire- 
land,“ as Miss Martineau calls him, and as he was 
at a later period, was Chief Secretary for Ireland. 
Sumner met him in London early in the sum- 
mer of 1838, and was his guest in Dublio 
in October of that year. A year afterward Sum- 
ner introduced Daniel Webster to Lord Mor- 

. who wrote to Sumner at Vienna that he was 
müch struck with. Webster,—“ there seems to 
be a colossal E about him.“ Webster at 
that time spoke to Lord Morpeth “with great 
respect of Sumner,“ but was very reserved and 
solemn.” In January, 1839, Sumner wrote from 
London: 

Rogers says the most ill-natured and 
does the best. He came up to me at Miss Mar- 
tineau’s, where there was a little party of very 
clever people, and said: ‘ Mr. Sumner, it is a 
great piece of benevoience in you to come here.’ 

etermined not to be drawninto a slur upon 
my host, I replied: Tes, Mr. Rogers, of ben- 
evolence to myself.’ As we were coming away, 
Rogers, Babbage, Horne, and myself were walk- 
ing together down the narrow street jn which 
Miss Martineau lives, when the poet said: 
‘Who but the Martineau could have drawn us 
into such a hole?’ And yet I doubt not he has 
a sincere liking for Miss M.; for I have met her 
at his house, and he afterwards spoke of her 
with the greatest kiudvess. Brougham 
abused Miss Martineau most heartily (at a din- 
ner at Bellenden Kerr's, January, 1539). He 
thought that che ercelied in stories and in 
nothing else; and that she was ‘a great ass’ 
for pronouncing so dogmatically on questions 
of polwy and Government.” 

Lord Durham, with whom Sumner dined, 
along with Charles Buller, told him that be had 
never seen Lockhart, but from all he had heard 
of Sir Walter Scott's son-in-law, he thought 
him one of the greatest blackeuards in En- 
land“ Buller told Sumner that Calhoun was 
the most striking public man he had met when 
visiting America,—*‘remarkabie for his ease, 
simplicity, and the readiness with which he un- 
folded himself.“ Van Buren, said Buller,“ had 
the handsomest shoes and r I ever saw.“ 
Lord Jeffrey told Sumner that George Cabot, 
whom he saw in Boston in 1814,“ was a shrewd, 

owerful man,” and so was John Lowell.

A bill has been 
prepared exempting such savinzs institu- 
tions (except the State, already provided for) 
as shall become insolvent, from the burden of 
taxation under which they now rest. The 
reason urged in behalf of the passage of the 
bill is, that the statute contemplates the as- 
sessing of the capital, profits, value of the 
franchise or other taxable entity, and that, 
as the act of insolvency destroys these, the 
weight must fall on the depositors or cred- 
itors of the bank,—clearly an injustice to those 
who are in no way responsible for the 
destruction of the elements upon which the 
tax relies. Senator Davis has charge of the 
bill, and our dispatches represent that he 
will urge it earnestly to a favorable consid- 
eration. 


IS THERE A GOVERNOR IN ILLINOIS? 
Judge Moonx, of the Superior Court of this 
county, has been hearing arguments all the 
past week on the point of constitutional law: 
whether the Governor of Illinois exercises 
his powers as the Executive of this State by 
virtue of the Constitution or by the grant of 
authority and by the consent of ‘he County 
Court. The Constitution of Illinois provides 
that The Governor shall have power to 
remove any officer whom he may appoint, in 
case of incompetency, neglect of duty, or 
malfeasance in office; and he may declare 
his office vacant, and fill the same as is here- 
in provided in other cases of vacancy.” 
Under this power the Governor removed 
several of the West Side Park Com- 
missioners. These officers are of that class 
which are appointed by the Governor. He 
removed them because of incompetency and 
neglect of duty; he declared the offices 
vacant, and filled the vacancies in the man- 
ner provided for such cases by the Con- 
stitution. Judge Moorz is now asked to 
interpose the judicial arm to arrest the 
exercise of Executive power by the Gov. 
ernor. It is not a case where the Governor 
has attempted to extend his power beyond 
the line defined by the Constitution. It is 
admitted that he has acted in a case and for 
a cause defined by the Constitution. But 
it is claimed that, before removing an 
officer for incompetency or neglect 
of duty, the fact of such incompetency 
must be established judicially,—in other 
words, the man must be tried and convicted 
before the Governor can exercise the power 
of removal. The Constitution provides 
specific means for the removal of all elective 
officers, in case of official misdemeanor. But 
in cases of officers appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, the power of removal, for the causes 
stated, is lodged with him. He is made the 
exclusive judge of the circumstances. The 
power to remove in this summary manner 
was conferred upon the Governor to be ex- 
ercised only in the class of officers appointed 
by him, and it was substituted in that class 
of cases for the machinery of removal pro- 
vided in all other cases. 

Mr. Mrrox Hay, in his argument sub- 
mitted to the Court, in defining the relative 
powers of the several departments of the 
Government, and especially the power of 
the Courts to control the action of the 
Executive, laid down the rule in the follow- 
ing terms: 

The key ot this whole argument was the consti- 
tutional definition of the powers of Government 
in this State, which were divided by the Constitu- 
tion into three branches, the Legislative, the Judi- 
ciary, andthe Executive. But the Constitution, 
not satisfied with that definition, interdicted the 
exercise of any of the powers properly belonging 
to any one of the departments of the Government 
by either of the others. It went on to declare that 
no person or collection of persons, exercising the 
duties and powers of one of these departments, 
shall in any manner interfere or attempt to exer- 
cise the powers that properly belong to the others. 
If the prepositions advanced in support of the bill 
were sound, and if they coula be maintained and 
‘upheld by the Courts. the inevitable result would 
be, in the end, the assumption by the Courts of 
every power vested by the Constitution in the other 
co-ordinate departments of the Government. The 
Judiciary Department, in the exercise of its un- 
doubted right to apply the law, which was above 
both the Executive and the Legislature, had the 
power to review any act, either of a legislative 
or executive character, Dut to what er- 
tent? It had the andoubted right to review 
to the extent of inquiring and ascertaining whether 
the act of the legisiative body, if that should be in 
question, or the act of the executive, if thai 
should be in question. had been done or performed 
Within the ecope of the power conferred by law 
upon the officer orthe Legislature. If done within 
the scope of that power, it was no further review- 


| that was the forbidden ground upon which a court « 
could not go if it bore properly in mind the consti- 


tutional obligations. 

This covers the whole doctrine of the 
power of the Courts to review the official 
action of either the 
Executive of the State. popular doc- 
trine that the Courts are omnipotent, and 
that the Legislative and the Executive De- 
partments of the Government are under the 
supervision of the Courts is whBily erroneous. 
In other words, while the Leguwlature and 
the Executive are clothed with certain powers, 
from their acts performed within these powers 
it is assumed that there is an appeal to the 
Courts. Mr. Hay points out that when the 
Executive or the Legislative Department 
does an act, the power of the Court is 
limited to the inquiry whether that act was 
within the constitutional power of the other 
branch of the Government, and beyond that 
inquiry the Court had no authority to go. 
In this case, the Governor having the power 
to remove these Commissioners, the Court 
could not inquire as to the wisdom, justice, 
or necessity of the act. ?

CHICAGO’S WOODEN PAVEMENTS. — 

We understand that the Council Commit- 
tee which have had the subject of street im- 
provements under consideration have come 
to the conclusion to recommend the cedar 
blocks as the most desirable pavement that 
can be laid in Chicago. We think there has 
scarcely been sufficient experience with the 
cedar blocks to warrant this general conclu- 
sion; certainly there has not been in Chica- 
go, and the prevailing testimony in Detroit, 
where the cedar blocks have been used more 
extensively thanin any other city, is to the 
effect that they wear well on streets which 
are but little used, but that in thoroughfares 
of general travel they last no better than the 
ordinary pine blocks. There is, also, testi- 
mony to the effect that there is 
a sap running around the cedar posts 
from half an inch to an inch in 
thickness; whére the posts remain undis- 
turbed in the ground, as in the case of cedar 
fence-posts, this surface does not appear to 
decay in such a manner as to effect the serv- 
iceable character of the posts, but, when sub- 
jected to the hard knocks of wagon-wheels 
and horses’ shoes, it chips off easily and 
tends to loosen the posts. 

There is reason to adhere to the theory 
that the block pavement of live pine, properly 
laid, is the most enduring of all the wooden 
pavements. At all events, the experience of 
Chicago teaches this. The pine pavements 
that have been laid of late years are not fair 
samples, as a rule. The practice has been to 
fill and grade with all sorts of rubbish, then 
to lay down the blocks without other founda- 
tion, and fill them in with what is called 
Joliet gravel, but which is, in fact, the rich- 
est of [Illinois soil, and is calculated 
to rot the wood more rapidly than any other 
material in which it could be imbedded. 
The pavements which have lasted the longest 
in Chicago, and which have given way under 
actual use, and not decay, are those con- 
structed of live-pine blocks, laid upon a 
foundation of thick or double boards, and 
filled in with lake-shore gravel, which is of 
a pebbly character. The experiments of re- 
cent years have not corresponded with @ny 
of these requirements. The pine blocks 
have frequently been made of dead or 
scorched lumber, they have been laid with 
no foundation except the loose earth, and 
they have been filled in with the rich soil 
known as Joliet gravel: All these changes 
have been.under the plea of improvement, 
but have really been suggested in order to 
save time, material, and labor in the work 
of construction. 

There is one point still more important, 
which the Committee should impress upon 
the consideration of the Council, and that is 
the necessity for providing the necessary 
labor and material for the immediate and 
constant repair of streets newly paved. The 
maintenance of a couple of men, with a tar- 
barrel, a little gravel, and g cart-load of 
blocks, going from one end of a paved street 
to the other, will make every pavement last 
two or three years where it now lasts one, 
and every dollar judicibusly expended in re- 
pairs will save $20 in repaving. It is already 
too late to save many of the pavements in 
Chicago, which are now beyond the possibil- 
ity of repair, but it is the streets newly paved 
which require this constant attention in 
order to preserve them from speedy wreck 
and ruin. No form of pavement has ever yet 
been invented which does not need constant 
patching in places in order to prolong its 
passable condition.

“OPTIONS” ON THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

The recent.decision of the Supreme Court 
in the case of Locan vs. Musick & Brown, 
involving a grain transaction on the Board 
of Trade, hasa general interest, inasmuch 
as it defines the statute prohibiting gambling 
contracts, and makes a clear and final dis- 
tinction between option” trades and the 
purchase or sale of property for future de- 
livery. In the case under consideration, 
Musick & Brown, acting as commission 
men, purchased for Logan 30,000 bushels of 
wheat, which was to be delivered, under the 
contract, before a certain date in the future. 
The subsequent sale of the property showed 
a loss, which the commission firm had to 
pay. The firm then sued Locan for the 
amount lost in the transaction, and the latter 
resisted the payment on the ground that the 
contracts were void under the statute. The 
Supreme Court has held that this transaction 
does not come within the meaning of the 
statute. The language of the statute is 
directed against the person who “ contracts 
to have, or give to himself or another, the 
option to sell or buy at a future time.” That 
is to say, the purchase of a privilege to buy 
or not to buy at a future date, or to sell or 
not to sell at a future date, is an option pro- 
hibited by law, but the actual purchase of 
property,where the only option concerns the 
date of delivery, is not a gambling contract. 
The distinction is a proper cne, and it fairly 
describes tife legitimate business of the Board 
of Trade as distinguished from the illegiti- 
mate or scalping trades. There can be 
nothing unlawful or immoral in the actual 
purchase or actual sale of property, wheth- 
er grain or other commodity, under 
the agreement that it shall be deliv. 
ered within a certain time in the 
future. A Chicago merchant may sell a 
cargo of grain to be delivered in Buffalo; 
the property cannot pass from seller to pur- 
chaser immediately, because it requires time 
to send the grain from Chicago to Buffalo; 
at the same time it is natural that the pur- 
chaser should proteet himself against un- 


bushels to be delivered within the next 
month, and the farmer or country dealer 
sends the corn forward in lots as it may be 
most convenient or advantageous to him. 
The contracts which properly fall under 
the statute prohibiting gambling transac- 
tions are those which do not contract to de- 
liver a certain amount of property at some 
future time; but which merely sell the priv- 
ilege or option of delivering. In the one 
case there is an actual purchase, and in the 
other simply the purchase of a right to pur- 
chase. The latter is nothing more nor less 
than gambling as to what the price of a 
certain commodity may be at a future date : 
it is never expected that there shall be any 
actual delivery of property, but it is simply a 
bet between two men, involving $25 or 
$100, as to the future price of prop- 
erty that will never pass through the 
hands of either of them. It is the transac- 
tion known on the Board of Trade as a 
„put“ or a call,“ which properly comes 
under the statute prohibiting gambling con- 
tracts, and there have been recent evidexces 
that the Board intends to do everything pos- 
sible to break down the practice of dealing 
in these options.“ In fact, this sort of 
trading has become so disreputable of late 
that the Board of Trade should take an act- 
ive part in the effort to expose and punish 
the men who follow it. It has gone so far 
that newsboys, peanut-venders, and apple 
women are solicited to invest their earnings, 
no matter how small, in these risks;. in all 


these transactions, the rule is that 
the agent who transacts the  busi- 
ness for the ignorant and credulous 


outsiders keeps the money if he wins, 
so that the poor people who trust are the 
victims ard losers in any event. If the 
Board desires to escape the disgrace of hav- 
ing all its transactions confounded with this 
skin-game, it will make special efforts to 
crush out the practice altogether, and the 
quickest way to do it is to institute prosecu- 
tions under the statute against every man 
who is apprehended in any such transaction. 
Fortunately, the Supreme Court decision 
will do much to correct the®general misap- 
prehension as to the character of all the 
business done on the Board, and it will 
effectually prevent the greedy outsiders who 
seek the Board for purely speculative pur- 
poses from swindiing the commission men 
whom they employ by pleading against the 
payment of losses a etatute which does not 
cover legitimate contracts for future delivery. 


CHICAGO IN FICTION. 

Mr. Wu Black, the well-known 
Scotch novelist, is contributing a novel in 
serial form togthe columns of the London 
Examiner called Green Pastures and 
Picadilly,” the forty-first chaper of which 
lands his heroes and heroines in Chicago. 
The impressions which they have of the 
city, and the very remarkable influence of 
the city upon them, will have a very decided 
interest as well as considerable novelty for 
our readers. In describing the city, they 
find that the huge blocks of buildings look 
like the best part of Glasgow infinitely ex- 
tended,” and that ‘‘ the smoky sky is streaked 
with a black rectangular spider’s web of tele- 
graph wires.” The heroes and heroines are 
very hard to suit, for they find that the ho- 
tels are ‘‘sumptuous, vast, but garishly fur- 
uished. They are very foolish, for they are 
possessed of a desire to speculate in empty 
lots. We fancy, had it been known to our 
real-estate dealers that they wanted to specn- 
late in lots, they would have been accommo- 
dated to their hearts’ desire. If there are 
any fictitious or live heroes abroad who 
want to invest in real estate here, there 
are plenty of holders ready to make easy 
terms with them. Nothing would delight 
them more than to feel that Mr. Bracx’s 
heroes were typical of English feeling 
with regard to Chicago corner lots. There 
seems really to be no limit to the desires of 
these people. They would even like to build 
for themselves ‘‘a mansion more gorgeous 
than the mind of man can conceive, with 
horses to shoot along these wide drives like 
a flash of lighting.” There is nothing new 
in the sublimity of these ideas, for every one 
in Chicago has them. We all want to build 
houses of that sort and own horses of that 
rate of speed, and we come as near to it as 
we can; but it shows how the atmosphere 
and the big, eager genius of the city, as 
one of the heroines expresses it, affects the 
average tourist. The North Side, however, 
does not fare very well at the hands of Mr. 
BLack's tourists. We are informed that 
they give themselves airs, that they read 
books, and talk criticism. The South and 
West Sides can rather plume themselves on 
this. But what will the North-Siders 


say to the declaration that they will 
have no dealings with a system 
of local government controlled by 


30,000 bummers, loafers, and dead-beats ” ? 
Where are the bummers’ conventions 
usually held? Where is “the bar” kept? 
Where is the County Building? Where 
do the rings revolve? Where is the 
Hatch House? Where is the old maxim 
“Vote early and vote often” more relig- 
iously ‘observed? For once, Mr. Brack's 
tourists are caught napping. But we are 
not through with the North Side yet, for 
they find that the North-Siders get some 
smattering of music, drawing, and other 
fanciful and fashionable but practically use- 
less arts, but are utterly incapable of earning 
an honest living, because they are as igno- 
rant as South American Hottentots of prac- 
tical arts and sciences. As the lamented 
Eccies was accustomed to say, This ees 
ard on that strip of the North Side be- 
tween Clark street and the lake. It will rec- 
oncile the South and West Siders, however, 
to their more humble lot, They will be 
content not to put on airs and talk books and 
criticism so long as they are not as ignorant 
as Hottentots of the practical arté and 
sciences. Such are the penalties people 
must pay for living in the fashionable and 
aristocratic purlieus of Pine and Dearborn 
streets. There is one of the tourists, how- 
ever, who takes a more roseate view of Chi- 
cago. She thinks it must be a delightful 
place to live in, as most of the people live 
on wheels; referring, we presume, not to the 
chariots of the North Side, but to the "buses, 
street-cars, and express wagons of the South 
Side. She likes it because the cool winds 
come in from the lake to temper the summer 
heat, and red sandstone and yellow marble 
combine to please the eye, and there 
are charming villas in the gardens.” 
In fact, this charming creature so impresses 
the rest of the crowd with her ecstatic de- 
light that “ we all began to admire Chicago, 
and quite envied the ranch woman who was 
able from time to time to leave her home in 
the savage wilderness for this centre of the 
arts and civilization.” We do not exactly 
understand who the ranch woman is, but it 
is quite evident from the general tenor of 
the experiences of Mr. Bracx's party that 
Chicago was too much for them, and that the 
ideas with which they were inspired were too 


big for them to manage. This is not re-

COMMISSIONERS. 

The meeting of the South Park Commis- 
sioners on Friday afternoon was the occasion 
for a vigorous display of foul linen. Com- 
missioner Morgan and Commissioner Smwar 
were the principal operators, though the 
other Commissioners all contributed to the 
general exhibition. As in all family quarrels, 
the belligerents were vindictive, and indec- 
orous language wasfreely exchanged. Sifting 
the discussion of all its personalities, we find 


| that the charges made, and perhaps estab- 


lished, were substantially as follows : 


1. That Caaunczy Bowen is a defaulter, 


the defalcation partaking of the character of 
an embezzlement, and that long before this 
was madg public it was known to one of the 
Commissioners, who kept the matter secret 
from the other Commissioners. This charge, 
—whatever it amounts to—seems to be ad- 
mitted, Mr. Smpway justifying his conduct 
on grounds of public advantage. It now 
turns out thet Bowen took a number of park 
bonds with him to New York; that, having 
private dealings with a New York bank, and 
being indebted to the bank, Bowen hypo he- 
cated the bonds for a certain sum of money, 
and had the money credited to his indebted- 
ness to the bank. The bank now claims to 
have bought these bonds, and holds them as 
an investment. As Bowen’s disposition of 
them was wholly illegal and without author- 
ity, the Board of Commissioners repudiate 
their transfer and refuse to pay the interest 
on them. 

2. It is further charged that a portion of 
the Commissioners have undertaken to con- 
struct streets and boulevards outside of the 
park system, and against the legal opinions 
of the attorneys of the Board. Stbwar 
opposed all this business, and attributes 
the controversy to his rerusal to consent to 
this diversion of the park funds. 

3. A third accusation is that Stpwar, as 
Auditor, allowed certain bills and paid them 
without the preyjous consent of the Board, 
and that he audited the claims of a certain 
person, and had the money credited on a 
note due by that person to Stwar's bank, 
and that Srpway, as Auditor, was too costly 
and expensive, and was therefore bounced. 

We shall not undertake to render judgment 
on these or any of the minor allegations. 
The majority of the Board evidently feel 
cool towards Mr: Smwar, and it looks as if 
they were trying to freeze him out. There 
is a sad want of harmony in the Board, and 
a few more exhibitions like that of Friday 
afternoon may suggest to the Governor 
that a Board containing irreconcilable 
factions is not calculated to pro- 
mote the public interests. The prec- 
edent set by the Governor in the case 
of the West Side Park Board met with such 
universal popular approval that, when a like 
case shall occur, the Governor might feel 
disposed to apply the like remedy. The 
Park Commissioners are likely to do for 
themselves what their enemies failed to do 
when there was a legislative investigation. 
While the Board are engaged in this busi- 
ness of blackguarding each other, and mak- 
ing accusations of official misconduct, of 
treachery, fraud, and jobbery, they should 
make a full disclosure. Let every member 
tell all he knows about all the other mem- 
bers; let each establish the misconduct of 
all his associates, and then, placing it all on 
record, let there be a general resignation, 
that new men, having no park record, may 
be appointed. ) 

SHAKSPEARE THE POET. 

The poetry of Saaxspgare is often lost 
sight of by those who know the plays prin- 
cipally through stage representations of them. 
A debt of gratitude is therefore due the an- 
thor of an article on The Non-Dramatic in 
Saaxspeare in the last number of the In- 
ternational Review. The people should have 
a better acquaintance with SxHaxspzare, and 
we do not see that they are likely to get one, 
in the present condition of dramatic art, by 
attendance upon the theatre. The play is 
decidedly not the thing to which reverent 
students of SHAKSPEARE now attach the most 
value. CHAN Lams’s dictum, that the plays 
ought never to be seen on thestage, sounded 
like blasphemy when uttered ; but it is now 
received, if not with perfect acquiescence, at 
least with respect, by the majority of think- 
ing people. No one who is familiar with the 
history of dramatic literature will underesti- 
mate the obligations of SHaxKsPEaRE, in com- 
mon with all the poets of his period, to the 
stage; nor will any frequenter of the theatres 
deny that of late years it has done much to 
elevate and purify the old versions of his 
works. But there was a time when it tend- 
ed hopelessly to degrade all that was fine in 
Saaxspeare. The patchings of Dnxyrpsy, 
Davenant, and little Davy Gannick were in 
their day mistaken for weavings of the poet's 
own genius; or, if the interpolations were 
noticed, they were not regarded. It was es- 
teemed nothing out of the common that 
Garrics should presume to write a dying 
speech into Macbeth,“ while Crsser’s 
reputation as an improver of SsAKsSPEARE 
has extended to our time. Only a few weeks 
ago, when Mr. Boorn played the original 
version f Richard III.“ in this city, he 
found three-quarters of his audience groping 
about hopelessly for the familiar lines of 
Craze, which they had always mistaken for 
the coinage of the poet's brain. It 
was to some of them like Hamlet 
without Hamlet to have Richard III.“ 
without Henry PFI. and it was a 
service without doxology or benediction to 
play without Off with his head; so much for 
Buckingham,” and Now, by St. Paul, the 
work goes bravely on.” This peculiar ig- 
norance of any but the stage versions of 
SmaxsPzaRE is not peculiar to our own times; 
indeed, is less now than it was when the 
plays were written, or when they were 
played, in the last century, by the greatest 
actors the English stage has ever known. 
Mrs. Parrcnarp, who is called the best Lady 
Macbeth of the stage, is said never to have 
read any more of that play than her own 
part; and there was another great actor of 
those times— Mack, we believe it was— 
who played a patched version of Macbeth ” 
for a lifetime in blissful unconsciousness of 
the fact that it had been altered from the 
original. Affairs are not so bad with us. 
Thanks to the efforts of such conscientious 
actors as Mr. ED] Boors and Mr. Macrza- 
py, who have supplied by zeal and in- 
telligence many deficiencies of Nature, the 
drift of the stage now is in the direction of a 
scrupulous adherence to the original text. 
But this, after all, is only a tendency, which, 
even if it should reach its legitimate conclu- 
sions, would not make the stage the best ex- 
ponent of the thought of Smaxspzare. Until

SHAKSPEARE, we fear, was not strictly 
orthodox, but he found it convenient in his 
day to saddle his notions of hell upon 
Claudio, who, as an Italian, was not amena- 
ble to the diseipline of the Protestant 
Queen. Observe in this passage such expres- 
sions as cold obstruction,” viewless 
winds,” and thick-ribbed ice, —the whole 
being suggested, perhaps, by a vision of 
Dante's Inferno.“ Again, that fearfal 
satire upon justice of the aged Lear: — 

Plate sin with gold. 
And the strong lance of justice hurtless breaks; 
Arm it in rags, a pigmy's straw doth break it, 


tions, and may have dated from his arraign- 
ment for deer-stealing before Justice Shallow 
Lucy. Swaxspzare,. like all other geniuses, 
was not a hard thinker.” He was a rapid, 
spontaneous, felicitous thinker. If we could 
trace his thoughts to their cradle, we could 
analyze spirit itself, and constitute imagina- 
tion by a chemical combination. 

We have directed attention to this article 
in the International, not because it is new 
in form or novel in substance, or altogether 
correct in conclusion, but because it per- 
forms a good service in turning popular 
attention to Saaxsreare the poet as dis- 
tinguished from Snaksrranz the dramatist. 
Tae Trrsvune takes the liberty of commend- 
ing SH#aKsPEARE again to those who have not 
read him, or have read him, as most do, care- 
lessly and in a perfunctory manner. Gen. 
GRANT was right in saying at Stratford-on- 
Avon that as many persons read SHAKSPEARE 
in America as in England; he was wrong in 
assuming th@ as many read SHAKSPEARE as 
might with profit do so. There is nothing 
in the whole range of poetry which it is so 
essential the scholar, and the professional 
man, and “ the excellent business man,” and 
the man with no ncnsense about him,” 
and the laboring man, and all the women 
should know as the poetry of WILIA 
Suaxspzare. They will never know it if 
they depend upon the stage for it, or if they 
skim lightly over the golden pages. 


GLADSTONE’S IRISH VISIT. 

It is a somewhat notable characteristic of 
Mr. Guiapstone’s present visit to Ireland 
that he resolutely declines to make speeches, 
although it is bis first visit. It was generally 
expected, when his visit was announced, that 
he would make some public declarations on 
Irish affairs. He has always been the politi- 
cal friend of the Irish from an English stand- 
point of view. He has more than once ad- 
vocated their measnres, and he broke down 
in his vigorous effort to make the University 
of Dublin still more national. The only ex- 
ception that he has made to his rule of 
silence was upon the occasion of his visit to 
the University, where his reception was so 
enthusiastic, and the demands of the students 
so persistent, that he spoke a few words, 
whieh are principally remarkable for what 
was left unsaid. The only pertinent sen- 
tences in his very brief address are the fol- 
lowing: 

1 cannot tell you what I think of the weight and 
moment that attach to Trinity College and Dublin 
University. At all times, in whatever I have in- 
tended or meditated, I can assure you my desire 
has been to see this ancient, and great, and dis- 
tinguished establishment attract to itself more and 
more as a centre the whole youth of Ireland, and 
ascend more and more to that lofty position in 
which it should discharge by the confession—the 
delighted confession—of all men the functions of a 
National University. I am sure that the distin- 
guished men who preside over it will do all that in 
them lies to realize those bright anticipations, and 
that you, gent emen, who have the happiness of 
studying within its walls, will teel that a call is 
made upon you to atrive for the development and 
the improvement of all the gifts with which Provi- 
dence bas endowed you; and there is no country 
in which the youth are more richly endowed than 
the country in which I have the happiness to be 
now. 

The studied reserve of Mr. Giapston: 
has naturally attracted the attention of the 
English press, and has become the subject 
of very general discussion. The London 
Times assigns two or three motives for it. 
First, he may bave thought that the affairs 
of Ireland will for the present derive more 
advantage from silence than from being 
dragged into political controversy, as would 
have been the case had Mr. Giapstons dis- 
cussed them. The other motive for his 
reticence is that he may have come to the 
conclusion that there are more difficulties in 
the way of settling Irish affairs than there 
used to be, and that he prefers to see more 
of Ireland and await events before he 
makes any ‘public declarations. What- 
ever his motives are, the Times and 
the other English papers are very much 
relieved that he is keeping silent, the former 
declaring that it is difficult to conceive any 
useful object which could be served by Mr. 
GuLapsTone’s intervention just now in the 
controversies which occupy attention in the 
sister island.” The most significant sug- 
gestion made by the ines is to the effect 
that the University bill met its defeat in 
1873 because it was considered to be the re- 
sult of a tacit alliance with the Roman 
Catholic Church in Ireland, and that, as Mr. 
Guapstenz’s opinion on the relations of the 
public to that Church have undergone mod- 
ifications, ‘‘ it may have dispelled the illu- 
sion that Irish differences can be accommo. 
dated by an arrangement with the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy.” As Mr. Gxrapstonz, 
however, has given no sign that such is his 
opinion, the expression of it by the Times is 
evidently in the nature of a hope which it 
derives from his silence.

Miles Kehoe Unfolds the Secrets | 


of the Committee-Room.. 


An Attempt to Raise an Additional 
$800 from Senator Shutt. 


Mr. Perry H. Smith Denies with Great 
Emphasis a Part of Kehoe’s — 
Story. 


Mr, A. C. Hesing Replies to Oertain Fibs 
Published in the Times,” 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CM. Nov. 10.—This is the first time I 
have ever attempted to answer through the 
press any charges made or reflections cast upon 
me. Nor would I do so now did I not consider 
it my duty to let the public know the truth, and 
to correct some statements made by certain 
members of the Campaign Committee of which 
I was Chairman. : ¢ 

It has been stated that I appointed the mem- 
bers of that Committee. Such is not the fact. 
After the Convention, the candidates on the 
Democratic ticket met and selected the Cam- 
baicu Committee, and invited me to act as Chair- 
man. At first I declined to accept the Chair- 
manship, saying that in case of the defeat of 
the ticket I did not want to have ail the 
erowlers say that | was the cause of Vefeat. It 
is the constant practice of a certain sct of 
small-minded, unhappy creatures to assign as 
the reason for defeat the action of one man, 
whereas the real causes of the disaster lie much 
deeper and entirely Pevond their power of com- 
prehension. At the urgent request of several 
of the candidates, and under the advice of 
many prominent Democrats, | finally consented 
to act as Chairman of the Campaign Committee. 

I defy any man to show wherea single mis- 
take was madein the conauct of the campaign 
which is attributable to the action or the failure 
to act of the Committee. If the result of the 
election had been a victory instead of a defeat, 
every one would have praised the management, 
and yet we could not have done more even if we 
had won. 

Since the election has shown that the Social- 
ists polled nearly 7,000 votes, certain wise 
heads now say, Why did you not unite with 
them? while the tact is that these same wise 
ones before the election opposed a union with 
anvbody, and even fought against the efforts of 
the Committee to harmonize and consolidate 


the Democratic and the Industrial tickets. They 
abuse us for doing what we did to unite the 
Democratic streneth, and abuse us still more 
for not uniting with the Socialists. when every 
one at ali acquainted with the facts knows that 
a union with the Socialists was linpossible. All 
money received by the Committee was re- 
ceived by Thomas Brenan, Treasurer of the 
Committee, who bas kept an account of the 
amount received, from whom received, to 
whom the same has been paid. 

Considerable remark has been made in regard 
to the form in which the ballots were printed 
on the State-House appropriation, and certain 
members oi the Democratic Campaign Commit- 
tee pretend to be very anxious to clear them- 
selves trom all connection with it. 

While the matter was under discussion in the 
Committee, no one pretended that the form of 
ballot which was finally adopted was in every 
way unjust to the voters. That seems to have 
been discovered since, and certain persons ap- 
pear to be very anxious to show that they had 
nothing to do with the matter. 

I had not intended to say anything upon this 
subject until Iobserved that a few over-virtuous 
politicians were trying to make a little capital 
lor themselves and against me out of it; but I 
have concluded to state the facts of the case: 
Thursday our Committee discussed the form of 
the ballot, and agreed to print the tickets 
„For“ the appropriation and Against the 
approvriation. This was ed upon, because 
the Committee thought would help the 
ticket, and not because the members were op- 
posed to the appropriation. It was 2 
that the Republicans would print their ticke 
in the same form. 

Friday morning the Republicans sent a com- 
mittee of three, Col. Thompson, H. B. Brayton, 
and Senator Riddle to conter with us upon this 
subject. Mr. David Haliinan was appointed on 
behalf of the Democratic Cemmitiee to confer 
with them, which he did. When he returned 
from the conierence he stated that he did not 
understand the question before, but that it was 
im portant; that the State-House people would 
have men at every poll on election-day, and that 
it the Republicaus printed their tickets For“ 
the appropriation, and the Democrats shou.d 
print theirs both For“ and Against,“ we 
would certainly lose a great many votes. The 
Republican Committee suggested the expediency 
oi printing the tickets For“ the appropriation 
alone, and agreed to so print them in case the 
Democrats would do the same. 

The whole subject was then unanimously re- 
ferred to the Printing Committee (on whose 
motion the Sncretary can show), consisting of 
Austin J. Doyle, the Hon. M. A. Delaney, 
Thomas Brenan, J. J. Crowley, James O’Brien, 
and mysell. e all met the same evening in 
conference with the Republican Committee, 
and it was agreed that the tickets of both parties 
should be — alike in regard to the appro- 
priations for the State-House and the Court- 
House, and that the tickets should be printed 
„% For” the State-House appropriation alone, 
and For” and Against the Court-House 

repriation. They instructed me, as Char- 
man of the Democratic Committee, to signa 
stipulation with the Hon. C. B. Farwell to carry 
out the programme agreed upon by the confer- 


nee. 

The reasons urged in favor of the proposed 
plan were that tbe Court-House appropriation 
was by law submitted so as to be determined by 
a majority of the votes cast on that subject; 
while the State-House appropriation by law re- 

uires a majority of all the votes cast at the 
election, hence no necessity existed to express 
on the ticket against the appropriation, a 
failure to vote lor it being in fact a vote 
„Against it, for by simply seratchi out 
„for“ the appropriation would make the ot 
a vote against the appropriation. 

The Conference Committee were unanimous 
on the question, believing it was the fairest way 
to submit it to the people, and no one even 
hinted at the idea that it was in any way unjust 
to the people. In this connection, I may say 
that a number of Democrats advised us to print 
the tickets For the State-House appropria- 
tion. Among them I will mention Perr H. 
Smith, John C. Richberg, R. E. Goodell, J. H. 
Hiluretb, aud many others if necessary. 

Tbe sum of $250 was paid to Mr. Brenan (our 
Treasurer) to cover the expense of printing. 
Monday before the clect:on, some one appeared 
beiore our Committee and claimed tnat the Re- 
publicaus had received $1,000 vowards printing 
their ticket, and that our Committee ought to 
get the same amount. A sub-committec, con- 
sisting of P. H. Smith, Malcolm McDonald, and 
John Forsythe, was appointed to endeavor to 
get the other $800, or to give back the $200 
already received, and change babk the form of 
the ticket. (I faiied to bear Mr. Storey or any 
of his virtuous associates oppose the appoiut- 
ment of the $800 Committee.) 

The Sub-Committee was not successful in 
getting the $800 additional, but found the par- 
ties with whom they dealt ready and willing to 
take back the $200 already paid. The Commit- 
tee took no action on the matter. Although 
the meeting was a very full one (and there was 
plenty of time in which to do it), DO one sug- 
gested a change in the ticket, or proposed to 
recede from the arrangement made with the 

dlicans.

Last Tuesday, there appearei before Justice 
Joseph Pollak a man named Oliver G. Bryant, 
who had been arrested on a capias issued upon 
the strength of an affidavit made by a house- 
mover by the name of Henry Schell. This afii- 
davit sets forth that the complainant, Schell, 
had raised two houses for the defendant, O. G. 
Bryant; that he had been to an expense of $75, 
and that he could not get the money from Bry- 
ant. The affidavit further alleges that Bryant 
claimed to own the houses, which are situated 
on Jefferson avenue in the Town of Hyde 
Park, and Schell says that he believes that 
Bryant is not worth a cent. The suit before 
Pollak was continued till to-morrow. 

It now appears, in connection with the above 
transaction, that the houses did not at the time 
Schell raised them belong to Bryant, though he 
had shown a quit-claim deed which had beer ob- 
tained from an outside party,—one having no 
interest whatever in the property.

THE STORM 


Probable Loss of the Schooner Magellan— 
Other Casualties. 

The furious sea that had lashed Lake Michi- 
gan so furiously Thursday and Friday calmed 
down yesterday, and the wind veéred around to 
the westward and blew gently. The weather 
was clear and cool, and vessels that had been 
detained left port for their destinations. 

The great storms of last week were not with- 
out their victims, though it was confidently an- 
ticipated that the worst had passed without en- 
tailing the loss of a life. It is a fact worthy of 
note that the terrific gales of last Monday and 
Thursday passed over this immediate vicinity 
without the lossof any person’s. life, notwith- 
standing the numerous disasters and accidents 
that occurred to shipping. A fearful disaster 
has happened on the northwestern shore of the 
lake. Dispatches have been received that the 
stanch canal schdoner Magellan, Capt. Jessup, 
foundered off Two Rivers, seven miles north of 
Manitowoc, and all on board, including the Cap- 
tain and six men, perished. Four bodies and a 
portion of the vessel's stern, with “ian” upon it, 


that the Magellan was the craft, and she had 
foundered and sank. Capt. Murray, of the 
Canadian schooner Mary Merritt, that ran back 
bere Friday evening, stated yesterday that he

The Mageilan was built ig 1873 by L. Shick- 
luna, of St. Catharines, Ont., for Mr. Murray 
and others, and was valued at $17,000 the pres- 
ent season. Her measurement was 870 tons, 
and she rated Al. Her cargo ahd hull were 
insured, but in what companies was not known 
here vesterday. 

A dispatch was received by Capt. W. M. Egan 
yesterday from Oakville, Ont., asking for par- 
ticulars concerning the disaster to the Magel- 
lan, and it is suofosed that persons there have 
afriend or friends among the crew.

General business has not been flourishing during 
the recent bad weather, and the demand for bank 
accommodations has consecuently improved a lit- 
tle. Merchants and manufacturers have been in 
need of discounts in order to supply the shortcom- 
ings of collections and sales, The packers are 
adding something to the activity of the loan mar- 
ket by the negotiation of some preliminary loans. 
Country applications for rediscounts have been 
lately growing less. The sitaation in general is 
one of great duliness, and the demand for dis- 
counts is entirely inadequate to absorb the supply. 
Rates of discount were 8@10 per cent at the banks 
to regular customers. On thestreet, call loans were 
6 per cent, and time loans 7@8 per cent. New 
York exchange was sold at 60@75c per $1, 000 pre- 
minum between banks. Large shipments of cur- 
rency were made to New York.

AN UNFAVORABLE COMPARISON.

Senator Wallace, of Pennsylvania, has modified 
bis bill for a long bond for the investment of sav- 
ings by changing the rate of interest from 3.

SHRINKAGE OF VALUES IN MASSACHUSETTS. 

The Springfield Repudlican reports that the State 
valuation of Massachusetts fails off this year 
$101, 000,000, being about $70,000,000 on real 
estate and $30,000,000 on personal. Thisis the 
largest reduction of any year yet, and overdoes in 
some measure the inflation of years like 1872, 
when an increase of $200,000,000 was reported. 
The valuation of the State, as now reduced, and 
without the corporations and the savings- bank de- 
posits, stands at $1,668,226,000. The deprecia- 
tion at Boston this year was over $62,000,000. 
The reduction in taxation last year was nearly 
$3, 000, 000, but this year only $861, 000, showing 
that most municipalities made in 1876 about all 
the reduction possible in their expenditure. The 
cities below Boston, however, have retrenched 
more sharply during the current year.

Some of our millers state that there is a marked 
peculiarity in the current crop of spring wheat 
which has taken them dy surprise. The berry be- 
ing unusually large, it retains more moisture than 
a small one would do, and holds it so long after 
harvest that the flour made in September has 
worked up soft in many cases. This will un- 
doubtedly cure out, though not so soon as in former 
years. There can be doubt that the wheat crop of 
1877 is the soundest that we have had in the past 
decade; and the only difficulty is that some of it 
has been milled before it had time to dry out. 

The inspection of wheat into store during the 
first ten days of November was 2. 151 cars, against 
2,226 cars in same time laet year, 3,007 cars two 
years ago, and 1,379 cars in 1874. 

The leading produce markets were rather more 
active Saturday, but with po great volume of busi- 
ness after all, The business was chiefly for future 
delivery, though there wae a fair inquiry for 
freicht- room. The weather was clearer, but the 
barometer too high for a certainty of settled 
weather, and many operators were disposed to 
look fora larger volume of receipts of grain the 
coming week, as drafts were reported to be on the 
increase, chiefly from wheat districts. There was 
a good deal of remark in reference to the case re- 
ported in the morning papers, in which the bind- 
ing character of contracts made for future was 
affirmed by a higher court. It was the general 
opinion that this is about the first time that 
the character of the trading on ‘Change and 
the rules of the Board of Trade in relation to con- 
tracts for future seemed to have been properly un- 
derstood in the courts. It has hitherto been widely 
aflirmed outside that the makers of such contracts 
do not contemplate the delivery or receipt of the 
property. The truth is that in all contracts for 
future the propertv must be delivered within the 
time named, unless the obligation to do so be caa- 
celed by a subsequent contract. 

There was a slichtly improved inquiry for dry 
goods, the cooler weather of the past few days 
having stimulated the demand for goods adapted 
to winter wear. Few buyers were present, but the 
mails brought in a very respectable aggregate of 
orders. Prices were firm and steady. The de- 
mand for groceries was fair,and probably exceeded 
expectations, The price-changes were confined 
to a Me reanuction in coffees, which for some 
days@past have been dull and unsettled. 
Choice to fancy Rio ie now quoted at 
22@22%4c, and common to fair at 18%@19%c. 
Sugars were steadier than of late, and the opinion 
seems to prevail that the market is at last about 
down to hard-pan. Rice, sirups, molasses, and 
teas ruled steady. The butter market was with- 
out pronounced change. Under moderate re- 
ceipts and a well-sustained Eastward movement, 
prices remain fairly firm. Cheese continues duli, 
with prices weak and declining. Good to choice 
factory was quoted at 12@1l3c. Dried fruits met 
with a fair share of attention, and all descriptions 
were firmly held. Raisins, currents, and biack- 
berries were the most active. In the fish markef 
there was no appreciable change, either in the 
character of the demand or in prices, trade being 
quiet at steady rates. Oils were in fair request at 
Friday's quotations. Prices of leather, bagging, 
tobacco, coal, and wood remained without quota- 
ble alteration. 

Hogs were fairly active and closed lower, at 
$4.60@4.80 for packing grades, and at $4.60@ 
4. 65 for light. Cattle were dull and heavy at 82. 75 
@5. 00 for common to choice grades. Sheep were 
salable at $3. 00@4. 25 for poor to choice. 

The cargo lumber market was dull and weak. A 
small fleet was at the sale docks, but not many 
buyers.

For several yeare past there bas been but 
little mppodroming done, for the very geod reason 
that there were no horses todo it with. It takes a 
couple of animals of national reputation for speed 
to draw a paying crowd when they alone are to 
compete in a race, and since the days when 
Goldsmith Maid and Lucy made their tour of the 
States, there have been no snch animals in the 
market. The Maid, to be sure, was hipvodromed 
for a season or two, and drew crowds on account 
of ber popularity, but even her prestige was on 
he wane when Doble so wisely decided to with- 
ara her from the track, and her exhibitions of 
speea were made in connection with regular race 
meetings, it being found that the public would 
pot consider them alone an afternoon's 
sport. After Smuggler had defeated the 
Maid, and obtained the champion stallion's 
record of -2:154%, he would have deen 
a good one to have accompanied the little mare on 
a hippodroming tour, had his unsteadinese and 
unreliedility as a campaigner not rendered him al- 
most useless. 

When the present season was drawing to a close 
Joun Spian concluded to make use of the reputa- 
tion of that great horse, Rarus, and securing Hope- 
ful and Great Eastern as side lights to his equine 
star, went forth on a hippodroming tour.

Great Eastern is owned by Mr. George 
Hammill, a farmer wh lives near Rome, New 
York, and Smuggler by Col. Russell, of Boston, 
and neither of these gentlemen is celebrated as a 
match-maker. Another curious feature of the 
affair was the fact that two weeks before 
the race at Cleveland was announced. the 
parties controlling: Great Eastern and Rarus 
bad telesraphed to the management of 
Dexter Park in this city and informally arranged 
for a trot over that track, which was to have taken 
place one day before the date on which the Cleve- 
land **match”’ was announced to occur. But as 
the Associated Pres- telegram distinctly stated that 
the owners of the horses had arranged the Cleve- 
land affair, people m this city thought they might 
have overruled the drivers in the matter of tae 
Dexter Park engagement. They might have gone 
on in this belief forever had not Taz Tripuns 
dropped on the matter in a very unexpected 
manner.

BASE-BALL. 
DEVLIN’S SUPPLEMENTARY CONFESSION. 

A gentleman well known to 4 reporter of this 
paper writes at some length from Louisville. with 
the intention, as he expresses it, of giving both 
sides of the story about the expulsion of Devlin 
and Hall. He begins by saying that the base- ball 
public will heartily thank the Louisville Clab for 
its efforts to expose corruption in the game, and 
would be even more profase in their thanks and 
congratulations could it be made to appear that the 
efforts of the management of the Club had been 
uniformly on the high plane lately assumed by 
them. One part of the confession of Mr. Devlin 
has not, it appears, found its way into the Courier- 
Journal, and that item bears upon the Club's 
relations to Devinney. When asked apon 
that subject, Deviin confessed that the 
Devinney scheme had been put up by the managers 
after consultation with himself and others, and 
that it had been brought to sucha pitch of perfec- 
tion that, as be expressed it. no eighteen men 
in the country could have won a game from us 
with Devinney as umpire.” Add the ever- 
recurring proofs offered by facts to this 
confession of )Devlin's, and it puts the 
Louisville Club management just about where 
the public have long ago stationed tnem. Further- 
more, the Club cannot afford to repudiate this 
branch of Mr. Devlin's revelations any more than 
they can the others on which they put so much 
stress. If they accept his proof of his own 
guilt in one direction, let them not ignore 
his guilt in the matter of buying up-Devinney just 
because they stood in with the outrage on the 
other clubs. It will be hard to find any ciub mana- 

er who believes it was mach worse for the game 

or Devlin to sell himself out than for his employ- 
ers to buy out another man. It was dedasing and 
corrupting the game, —in one case by an ignorant, 
needy player; in the other by high-toned, wealthy 
gentlemen. These are the views of Devlin and 
the correspondent, They would also be those of 
Tue Trisene were it absolutely settled that the 
Directors, as well as the players, were knowing to 
the Devinney matter, as charged in the supple- 
mentary confession of Devlin. 

Another thing of whica Devlin complains bitterly 
is what he calle the Club's lack of faith with him in 
another matter. Hesays that when the first sus- 
picion of crookedness was excited the management 
went to him and asked him to tell all he knew, and 
that they then absolutely promised him full im- 
munity and protection. Under this promise Dev- 
lin made his second confession, expecting, as he 
says, tobe covered ap, but the Directors broke 
their promise, and expelled him,—which the same 
he richly deserved, both because he solid games, 
and because he was fool enough to own up to it. 

While Deviin has owned up to the fact that he 
lost three games on purpose, and for money, he 
wishes to call attention to his explanation of the 
reason why he didso. Itis simply that he was in 
absolute want of the necessaries which mouey 
could buy, and which he could not get because the 
Club would not pay him the money which it owed 
bim. He says that the Club has not paid him a 
dollar since last August, and that it now owes him 
$470. Furtber, that when, in August, he gave his 
landlord an order for $150 on the Club, that 
brought only $35. In short, Devlin claims that he 
has been grievously misused in not being paid 
according to his contract. On the same 
authority it appears that the players 
were owed by the Club the following sums at the 
end of the season: Snyder, $5 Gerhardt, 
$500; Deviin, $#70; Shaffer, 8250; Crowley, 
$250; Latham, $200; Craver, $200; Hall, $600; 
Lafferty, $200; Hague. $250. This sum of $3, 420 
has not been paid, and the players do not expect 
that it will be. When the Eastern players went off 
home they were given $100 each, out the others 
could get nothing. It further appears, as an evi- 
dence of the conditionof the Club, that the car- 
penter who built the stands forthe grounds has 
never been paid, and that, despairing of ever get- 
ting his money in any other way, he has gone into 
the Courts, and that even now the concern is pla- 
carded for sale by the Sheriff of Jefferson County, 


y. 

There is not the slightest ground for excuse of 
Devlin in the fact that he bas not been paid, and 
that claim is not made by himself or by the corre- 
spondent, but still the facts about the Club are 
quite proper to be published as showing bow it 
treats its players, and, more than that, how it 
treated other clubs during the season. 

It appears that the expelled members of the Club 
propose to appeal tothe League at its December 
meeting to expel the Club omaccount of ite failure 
to keep faith wich them in he matter of payment. 
Devlin, for instance, claims that his contract was 
continually violated from the time he signed it to 
the day was expelled. He has taken it to 
competent legal advisers, and they have told him 
that it was so artfully drawn as not to hald the 
Club fora dollar. He therefore proposes to ask 
the League Board for equity, and others will fol- 
low his precedent. If it shall be proven, as is 
claimed, that the Club has defaulted to its players, 
or has been guilty of suborning umpires (or an 
umpire), it should be promptly expelled from the 
League,—just as promptly as should Devlin and 
Hall on their owa showing. The League can no 
more stand a defaulting and dishonest club than 
can the club stend a dishonest player.

A MEMORABLE MIDNIGHT. 


From Mark Twain's Unpublished Notes. 

„Come along,—and hurry. Few people have 
got originality enough to think of the expedi- 
tion I have been planning, and still fewer could 
carry it out, may be, even if they did think of 
it. Hurry, now. Cab at the door.” 

It was past 11: o’clock, and I was just go- 
ing to bed. But this friend of mine was 
as reliable as he was eccentric, and 80 
there was no doubt in my mind that his Expe- 
dition” had merit in it. I put on my coat and 
boots again, and we drove away. 

‘Where is it? Where are we going?” 

„Don't worry. You'll see.“ 

He was not inclined to talk. 80 1 
thought this must be a weighty matter. 
My curiosity grew with the minutes, but I 
kept it manfully under the surface. I watched 
the lamps, the signs, the numbers, as we thun- 
dered down the long streets, but it was of no 
use—I am always lost in London, day or night. 
It was very chilly—almost bleak. People leaned 
against the gusty blasts as if it were the dead of 
winter. The crowds grewthinner and thinner, 
and the noises waxed faint and seemed far away. 
The sky was overcast and threatening. 0 
drove on, and still on, till I wondered if we were 
ever going to stop. At last we passed by a sva- 
cious bridge and a vast building with a lighted 
clock-tower, and presently entered a gateway, 

assed through asort of tunnel, and stopped 

u a court surrounded by the black ontlives 
of a great edifice. Then we alighted, 
walked a dozen steps or so, and waited. 
In a little while footsteps were heard, anda 
man emerged from the darkness and we dro 
ed into his wake without saying anything. He 
ed us under an archway of masonry and from 
that into a roomy tunnei, through a tall iron 
ate, which he locked behind us. We followed 

im down this tunnel, guided more by his foot- 
steps on the stone flagging than by anything we 
could very distinctly see. At the end of it we 
came to another iron gate, and our conductor 
stopped there and lighted a little bull’s-eye lan- 
tern. Then he unlocked the gate—and I wished 
he had oilea it first, it grated so dismally. The 
gate swung opeu and we stood on the threshold 
of what seemed a limitless domed and pillared 
cayern carved out of the solid darkness. 
The conductor ana my friend took off their hats 
reverently, and 1 did likewise. Thus for the 
moment that we stood there, there was not a 
sound; and the silence seemed to add to the so- 
lemnity of the gloom. I oed my inquiry. He 
answered:

The star disappeared, and the footsteps that 
accompanied it ¢clanked out of hearing in the 
distance. Mr. W—— held up his lantern, and 
the vague vastness took something of form to 
itsel{i—the stately columns developed stronger 
outlines, and a dim pallor here and there mark- 
ed the places of lofty windows. We were 
among the tombs; and on every hand dull 
shapes of men, sitting, standing, or stooping, 
inspected us curiously out of the darkness— 
reaching out their hands towards us—some 
appealing, some beckoning, some warning 
us away. Effigies, they were—statues 
over the graves; but they looked human 
and natural in the murky shadows. Now 
a little half-grown black and white cat 
squeezed herself through the bars of the 
iron gate and came purring lovingly about 
us, unawed by the time or the place,—unim press- 
ed by the marble pomp that sepulchres a line 
of mighty dead that ends with a great author 
of yesterday and began with a sceptred mon- 
arch away back in the dawn of history more 
than twelve hundred years ago. And she fol- 
lowed us about and never left us whilewe pur- 
sued our work. We wandered hither and thith- 
er, uncovered, speaking in low voices, and step- 
ping softly by instinct, for any littie noise rang 
and echoed there in a way to make one shudder. 
Mr. W—— flashed his lantern first upon this 
object and then upon that, and kept up a run- 
ning commentary that showed that there was 
nothing about the venerable Abbey that was triv- 
ial in his eyes or void of interest. He is aman in 
authority, being superintendent of the works, 
and his daily business keeps him familiar with 
every nook and corner of the great pile. Cast- 
ing a luminous ray, now here, now vnd, he

„ Observe the height of the Abbey,—108 feet 
to the base of the roof,—I measured it myselt 
the other day. Notice the base of this column, 
—old, very old, —hundreds and hundreds of 
years; and how well they knew how to bulld in 
those old days! Notice it,—everv stone is laid 
horizontally,—that is to say, just as Nature laid 
it originally in the quarry,—not set up edge- 
wise; in our day some people set them on 
edge, and then wonder why they split and 
flaxe. Architects cannot teach Nature any- 
thing. Let me remove this matting—it is put 
there to preserve the pavement: now there is a 
bit of pavement that is 700 years old; you can 
see by these wk clusters of colored 
mosaics how beautiful it was before time and 
sacrilegious idlers marred it. Now there, in 
the border, was an inscription, once; see, follow 
the circle—you can trace it by the ornaments 
that have been pulled out—here is an A, and 
there is an O, and vonder another A—all beau- 
tiful old English capitals—there is no telling 
what the inscription was—no record left, now. 
Now move along in this direction, if you please. 
Yonder. is where old 1 Sebert, the 
Saxon, lies—his monument is the oldest 
one in the Abvey; Sebert died in 616; 
and that’s as much as 1,250 vears ago—think of 
it !—1,230 years. Now yonder is the last one— 
Charles Dickens—there on the floor, with the 
brass letters on the slab—andto this day the 
people come and put flowers on it. Why, along 
at first they almost had to cart the flowers out, 
there were so many. Could not ave them 
there, you know, because it’s where everybody 
walks—and a body wouldn't want them trampled 
on, anyway. All this place about here now is 
the Poet’s Corner. There is. Garrick’s monu- 
ment: and Addison's, and Thackeray’s bust— 
and Macaulay lies there.

TO BE HANGED. 
THE TRIAL OF ALBERT CURTIS SMITH, 


‘colored, for the murder of Glynn, which oc- 
curred about a year ago, and which had been on 
trial fortwo days in the Criminal Court, came 
to an end last evening, and the jury returned a 


verdict of guilty and fixed the punishment at 
hanging. This is the first verdict of the kind 
found in our courts for several years, and was 
somewhat unexpected. The jury retired in the 


case about 5 o’clock in the afternoon, and at 
8 o’clock reachéd the agreement above, and the 


Court and attorneys were sent for. The pris- 
oner received the verdict calmly, and a motion 


for a new trial was promptiy entered. He had 


been offered a sentence of three years in the 
Penitentiary if he would plead guilty to man- 
slaughter, but he refused, and fmasmauch as he, 
is comparatively without frends and money, be 
no doubt now regrets his obstinacy, for with a 
new trial he cannot hope to escape conviction 
fur manslaughter, while the chances are that he 
may be convicted of murder. 
The murder of which Smith was found guilty 
was committed on Saturday evening, Sept. 2, 
1876, outside No. 129 Fourth avenue. Smith, 
who is a married man with two children, and not 
more than 80 years of age, had borne a fair 
character until shortly before the murder. But 
in August, 1876, he was arrested for robbing his 
former employers, Messrs. Barets & Stern, of 
No. 84 Jackson etrret, of about $60 worth of 
wine. For this offense be was held to the 
Crim nal Court in $300 bail, and, after a short 
sojourn in jail, was released on a bond fur- 
nished by the notorious Dan Webster. 
The first use which he made of his new-found 
liberty was to start in on a protracted drunk. 
Fourth avenue being his favorite stamping- 
nd. Two months before this he bad got 
nto some trouble with Perry Hersey, a bar- 
tender in Reuben Smith’s dive, at No. 129 
Fourth avenue, and had been kicked off the 
remises. The trouble was variously stated as 
paving arisen about a white prostitute living 
over the saloon, and about some unpaid-tor 
drinks. According to Smith’s story, given at 
the time, he called at the saloon on the Friday 
afternoon for the purpose of effecting a settie- 
ment. Hersey declared that his intevtiou was to 
raise a row, and threw him out accordingly. 
Smith made a good deal of noise, and fired off 
his revolver. ethen went away to return no 
more until the evening of the tragedy. 
On this occasion he invited two of the women 
living above the saloon to drink with him, and 
arow atonce arose. Hersey threwa chair at 
him, following it with a heavy stick, and Smith 
retreated to the sidewalk. He then drew his 
revolver, a small-sized weapon of the Eureka 
pattern, and fired two shots from it. The first 
shot missed, but the second entered the nght 
breast of George Glynn, a colored man em- 
ployed as cook by the woman Brooks. The 
victim died in half an hour from the effecis 
of the wound. There was some con- 
flict of testimony at the Coroner's 
inquest, which was held on the followin 
Wednesday, as to whether the murderer intend- 
éd to kiil Glynn or not. Smith claimed that 
the shooting was entirely for Hersey’s benefit, 
and that Glynn bad no business to get in the 
way, but the Coroner’s jury thought otberwise, 
— held him without bail. Their verdict has 
now been indorsed by a petit jury, and unless 
tne present Executive should evince an equal 
kindness to homicides to that shown dy his 
r the unusual spectacle ((or Cook 
uuty) of a hanging may be expected alter a 
while. 


THE FIDELITY. 
THAT DIVIDEND. 

At last Tam Trisungis enabled to publish 
something of real interest to the depositors in 
one of the now defunct savings-banks. Without 
further ado, therefore, let it be recorded that Dr. 
Turpin, Receiver of the Fidelity, proposes to de- 
clare a dividend of 10 per cent this week. It will 
take about $130,000 to thus serve the people who 
own the little books, and the Doctor has the 
amount and proposes to pay it over. In response 
to a call in the papers, such depositors as stil! 
retained their books presented themselves 
at the bank esterday, and turned 
over the oresaid evidences of 
the bank’s indebtedness. The work of balanc- 
ing the little books, comparing the balances 
with those in the savings ledgers, and seeing 
that everything tallies, is nearly completed, aud 
before the wee« is out the patient depositors 
will be made happy at receiving a portion of 
their saving. 

The Committee appoioted at the cre‘itors’ 
meeting last week called on Dr. Turpin vester- 
day, but, seeing the crowd of depositors around.

Dr. Turpin says he will give 
them every opportunity to look into what be 
has done, and is under no apprebension what- 
ever as to the results of their investigations. A 
morning paper having perpetrated a screed to 
the eflect that the late depositors’ meeting was 
gotten up by a faction favorable to the Receiver, 
as a blind to bead off a big meeting which was 
fo have been called at the Tabernacle, the 
Doctor was asked whether he knew any- 
thing about any such scheme. e 
very promptly denied that he ever kyew any- 
thing about such a meeting until he the re- 
ports thereoi in che papers the next morning.

worth of goods. Onthe 9th of April she rob- 
bed the residence of E. H. Hotchkin, No. 1781 
Wabash avenue, of a similar amount. She then 
seems to have been scared off bv the attempts 
made to capture her, noticés of which were 
freely circulated, and published in Tas 
Trrsune. Or perhaps she took a sum- 
mer vacation. At all events, nothing 
was heard of her until twoweeks ago to-day, 
when she disappeared from the residence of 
Edward Burling, No. 839 North LaSalle street, 
taking with her $1,000 worth of clothing and 
jewelry. 

Her male partner and pretended husband is 
no less a person than T. V. Sherry, alias Sueri- 
dan, one of the slickest professionals in the 
country. He it was who doubtless engineered 
the girl’s various robberies, and aided her in car- 
rying off the plunder. His first appearance here 
was just after the great fire, when de 
was arrested at the Grand Pacific Hotel, 
for a heavy larceny. He got clear, 
however, and a month or two later was arrested 
by Detective Michael Gallagher in a house ou 
Harmon court. He was wanted for the robbery 
of several guests of the Palmer House and for 
the burglary of ex-City Clerk J. K. C. Forrest’s 
oftice. When placed under arrest he asked to be al- 
lowed to put on ois coat,and with asingle motion 
he drew a small revolver and, standing before 
the mirror, fired a bullet into bis right temple. 
The wound was scrious, but not necessarily 
fatal. He was sent to the Count Hospital tor 
treatment, and while the guard was asleep he 
skipped out. Since then he has never been ar- 
rested. His parents are said to be quite re- 
spectable, but his full history could not be ob- 
tained last night. 

The property recovered is a large and varied 
assortment. The diamonds and clothing stolen 
from her several victims were found in several 
trunks. Much of it was easily recogniZable as 
belonging to Messrs. Beckwith, Hotchkin, and 
Burling,—indeed the latter’s goods were found 
almost intact. The lateness of the hour pre- 
cluded any further working of the case by 
the police. Mr. Burling identified her, and 
to-day others will be given an opportunity to 
do so, and the indications are that the poiice 
will find a much richer haul than even they 
anticipate. Tae „boys certainly deserve the 
greatest credit. The woman had baffled them 
so long and so effectually that idle tongues had 
not hesitated to accuse Joe Dixon and the 
police of being in cahoots with the thief.

THE COURT-HO USE. 
WHEN THIEVES FAL). OUT, ETC. 

Since the election there has been a bitterness 
and strife among the Commissioners which can- 
not be explained on any other hypothesis than 
that the election did not suit the Ring.“ It 
has been impossible to hold a committee 
meeting without some one “losing his 
temper, and at times everybody bas grown mad. 
Yesterday at a meeting of the Cemmittee on 
Public Buildings and Public Service there was a 
genuine rio‘, and looking on one Was transport- 
ed to Bridgeport and taken back in memory to 
the riots of July last. 

The matter under consideration was an esti- 
mate of $50,000 in favor of P. J. Sexton for 
Court-House work, and it was difficult to help 
thinking, from the venom exhibited, that sev- 
eral Commissioners had as much interest iu the 
850.000 as Sexton had. The architect was pres- 
ent, and attempted to show that his recom- 
mendation was all right, and that there was 
nothing wrong in the foundation of the dome 
costing $60,000, although he had prom- 
ised to build it for $27,000, and 
which responsible parties had offered to con- 
struct for $15,000, but be grew angry, and in 
his frenzy was led to curse everybody and every- 
thing, and to defy the atttacks of Commission- 
ers, the press, and the world, and to assert 
himseli, in a violent manner, master of the situ- 
ation and at liberty to do as he pleased. Mr. 
Fitzgerald, too, got on his high horse and struck 
adefiant attitude, charging that a conspiracy 
existed vetween the architect and certain Com- 
missioners, and fortifying his charges by a 
vigorous knocking on the table with his fist. 
Mr. Holden, in the excitement, was unable to 
restrain his wrath, and joined  Fitz- 
gerald in hammering the table and in 
the exchange of yarwous compliments. 
The Chairman could not keep order, nor 
could order have been maimtained had 
there been a dozen of such officials, and they 
had all been armed. with batons.

Egan was 
lauded to the skies by MeCaffrev and Holuen as 
the very type of perfection, aud Sexton shared 
the samę late, while on the other hand Fitzger- 
ald decried them both, and Guenther poured 
out his expletives with promiscuousness. The 
result of the row was Sexton was 
voted $50,000 ana Egan 57,500, and 
when it was all over they were the happiest of 
the happy. The foundation for one halt of the 
dome, so far, has cost $42,000, and the prospect 
is that before it is completedsit will have cost 
as much as the contraet pride for the foundation 
for the entire county’s halt of the building 
$51,000.

ADDRESS BEFORE THE RECENT EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH CONGRESS. 

In New York last week Prof. R. O. Cowling, 
of the University of Louisville, read a paper on 
the above subject at the Church Congress.

However true this 
anecdote may be (and 1 — it, by the way, from 
a Bishop), it is an undeniable fact tnat the 
Methodists look uoon both accomplishments of 
dancing and swearing iu an unmixed horror. In 
their boox of discipline they provide for the 
trial and expulsion of members for a “third 
offense’ in dancing, — at games of chance, 
attending theatres, horse- races, circuses, danc- 
ing parties. or patroniing dancing- schools. In 
a sermon once beard by the speaker, delivered 
by a Baptist clergyman,—a gentleman who now 
occupies one of the most important pulpits of 
that denomination in this country,—he said: 
“I see my Lord crucified anew when I see 
Christian men and women dancing;’’ and, al- 
though this may have beeu the somewhat florid 
expression of one individual, it was in a meas- 
ure the sentiment of the denomination against 
this amusement. 

The Baptists and the Reformed Baptists (the 
followers of Alexander Campbell) are Congre- 
gational in their government, and do not enact 
ecclesiastical laws of application, but the in- 
dividual churches are opposed to dancing, and 
provision is made in many of.them for expell- 
jog members who induige in it. is curi- 
ous on the part of the Reformed Baptists, as 
their distinguisiting feature is the rejection of 
creeds, the adoption of ‘the broad platform o 
the Bibie,”’ and the acknowledgment of indi- 
Viduai opinion in its interpretation. Dr. Heck- 
er, a Presbyterian clergyman, and President of 
Hanover College in Indiana, ends with this a 
peal m an argument against dancing: By 
the sorrows of many pious parents - whose 
children have stifled conviction in the dance; by 
the death-agopy of many youths whom this 
amusement has sent apparently unprepared to 
meet God; by the grief oi nts whom it has 
sent to untimely graves; by the ample testi- 
mony of the world, the Church, and the Word 
of God against it, I entreat you touch not the 
unclean thing.“ 

The Presvyterian Church joins in commend- 
ing the individual expression of this gentleman, 
for in 1518 it declared in General Assembly 
“that the greatest danger is to be apprehended 
to religion from danemg.“ In 1865 and 1869 the 
Souti.ern Assembiy enacted laws against it, and 
this year at New Orleans it was again confirmed 
and details given. It discourages the modern 
dance, and urges Caristian parents not to pat- 
ronize danc_ng-schools. It commits offenders 
to the Church sessions with a recommenda- 
tion to mercy, deciaring that in most cases it 
is the result of thoughtlessness or , cana al 
During the debate, Mr. Kennedy, from Ten- 
beste, remarked that card-piaying and dancing 
have nearly obliterated the lines between the 
Church and the world. 

The Roman Catnolic Church has declared 
afainst round dancing in a National Council at 
Balt more, taking the ground that the sin lies 
in tue excess. Sach is the view also of the 
Unitarians. The Church of England and the 
Awerican Branch have not considered the mat- 
ter directly. The denominations that condemn 
the dance are also opposed’ to the theatre. 

“The theatre we have always considered a 
school of immorality,” said the Presbyterians 
in general synod. When the Tremont Theatre 
ton Was converted into a Congregational 
Church, Dr. Beecher rejoiced that a temple o! 
Satan had been converted into ove of the Lord. 

Lat year Dr. Talmage preached against 
actors, and remarked: I have fired many shots 
into the camp of the devil, and, judging by the 
fluttering which I see, I believe I have nit hun 
a last.“ The English Church is the only one 
of the principal bodies of Christians which has 
not condemned the stage. The Roman Chureb 
regards it at the present day with comparative 
indifference, but in the last century vied with 

uritauism in its persecution of all its abettors, 
and denied the communion’ and the rights oi 
burial toaactors. Molierc, too, only escaped un- 
consecrated ground by the cunuing of the King, 
aud Racine had to recant. There was not a

The Assembly of the Southern Presbyterian 
Church at New Orleans, in their recent con- 
demnation of the dance, recommended the ses- 
sions should deal with great patience” with 
those who committed the offense. This was 
wise, and if patience extended over a few years 
it would find that the desire for dancing goes as 
naturally as it comes. It is only when one lin-

Tertullian said the actor could not expect to 
be forgiven, because he strove to add a cubit to 
his height and habitually falsified his face, and 
now that the buskin is abolished from the stage 
a little of the paint of society takes the place of 
the mask. We have no such indecencies on the 
English and American stage as on the French in 
the latter days, and the populace will not stand 
any scoff at religion. Virtue is always duly re- 
warded in our plays, and vice punished. Cassius, 
presented with all the skill of Booth or Bar- 
rett, receives not one-half the appiause which 


ets. 

It is@farged that expressions so broad are in- 
troduced in the modern drama that modest ears 
cannot hear them without shock. But does not 
the remedy lie in pruning rather than in destruc- 
tion? The modern editions have correcte® in 
the main the magnificent productions of the 
English classic drama when our forefathers 
were in the habit of calling spades by their 
names, and people who have oniy examined 
Shakspeare in the closet. need not expect to be 
shocked by the boldness of the expressions he 


it is charged, too, that the morals of the act- 
ors are considerably below par. This is a pretty 
bard of the question to deal with. It is 
80 cult to get a standard of comparison ior. 
Shall we take an equa! number of stock-brokers, 
playing daily upon a legitimatized green table; 
a company of charitable bankers, of philan- 
thropic miiliners and mantua-makers (there 
would be an opening for reform); shall we take 
the Bar of any particular city? But I must not 
involve the professions. S0 far as I have been 
able to judge, actors are a good sort of people. 
Their lite gives them kindly hearts. How ten- 
derly they rallied a few weeks since round the 
deathbed of one of their leaders. I do not be- 
lieve they are ambitious to be classed among the 
pre-eminently pious persons; but they do not 
certainly rank among the worst. There is whisky 
drunk, and cards played, and an occasional scan- 
dai set afloat in which they have no part. 

Objection has been made to the nature of 
the drama and that it is fiction, in fact. This 
cannot stand, unless we condemn other fields 
of iiterature and art. There is no audience so 
rude which the impression the drama conveys 
will not fascinate, and the religious world 
misses a grand opportunity when it does not 
use it for its purposes. The people are going 
to have amusement of some kind. “Jack 
Shepard” and Dick Turpin” may be bad, 
but, at any rate, they are tter than bear- 
vaiting and cock-fighting. Abroad, the State 
grants subsidies to tue stage, and in times past 
the Church did employ it. 

Dion Boucicault gives as a chief reason for 
the decline of the drama the commercial man- 
ager. This individual is no philanthropist; but 
I know of one who, to elevate the tastes of the 
community, suffered pecuniary loss. e go- 
ing to supply the demand, und if all the good 
people stay away from the theatre it is not un- 
likely that immoralities will creep tn. 

I will pass by the frequency with which the 
laws which forbid amusements are broken. The 
sin of theatre-going seems to be chiefly when it 
is done at home. Abroad it seems to be right 
enough where no offense is given to the breth- 
ren. In to dancing, how many evangel- 
ical girls are there who stay away from parties 
on this account! And how many mammas of a 
serious turn of mind who are not desirous of 
giving their daughters the best opportunity 
their condition could afford! 

lam aware of the fallacy of the argument, 
because the church rules are broken they are 
necessarily wrong; but when there is such a 
wide discrepancy between theory and practice 
as exists in the matter under discussion, we 
may well inquire whether in one or the other 
there is not some desperate flaw. 

„Temptation micht frame enough to put 
the world in a cloister. A good lady of Con- 
necticut explained to me how some one had 
died of drink. He commenced with a fondness 
for soda-water, she said, then to ginger-pop, 
and afterwards headlong to the devil. The 
world has to be faced; if the terrioly-good 
people mixed more with the crowds which form 
it, and if some of their piety did_rub off, the 
other side would get the benefit. The Devil, I 
imagine, likes the foot-lizhts and the chandelicr 
no better than he does the broad glare of day, 
and directs no more the comedies than the 
tragedies of life; and I firmly believe that 
though one may smile he may be saved.“ Only 
amusing,” said Robby Dunglison, the physiol- 
ogist. Only amusing: why, amusement I 
ook upon as one of the chief ends of life. I 
am never better physically, mentally, and mor- 
ally than when I am amused, and Dr. Dunglisoa 
wasaman who not only studied the laws of 
this life, but we Rone was trying his best to 
be ready for the one to come.

ANSWERS TO PRAYER. 


THE REV. GEORGE MULLER’S WONDEFUL STORY 
OF SIMPLE FAITH. 


The Rev. George Muller, the famous English 
preacher and philanthropist, delivered ap ad- 
dress lately in the Clarendon Street Bap- 
tist Church, Boston, in which he described how 
for nearly half a century he had carried on 
great charitable enterprises with no aid save 
that which came in answer to his prayers. It 
was a straightforward, manly story of Christian 
trustfulness, and it affected deeply the large 
audience to whom it was told. 0 

In the beginning Mr. Muller read the 13th and 
14th verses of the 14th chapter of John: And 
whatsoever ye shall ask in my name, that will I 
do, that the Father may be glorified in the Son. 
If ye shall ask anything in my name, I will do 
it.” The reason why I have been reading these 
two verses, said he, will presently appear to the 
dear Christian friends. I have been requested 
to give some account of the institution the 
founder of which Iam by the condescension of 
the Lord, aud which I have been allowed to di- 
rect during the past forty-three years and seven 
months that it has been in existence. I do not 
speak about the work unless it is particularly 
desired, in order that I may not have even the 
appearance of baying come to America for the 
purpose of putting forward the claims of the 
institution. But as I came to speak before my 
blessed Lord and Master, and in praise of His 
name, I am ready to do so, even though the 
appearance may be asif Lsought to speak of 


Myself. The Lord knows that | do not wish to

set forth myself as anything, but to seek to 
souls for my biessed Lord and Master. 
Having thus explained his position and mo- 
tives, Mr. Muller entered into a brief history of 
his own life previous to the beginning of his 
great works. Having been educated in Prussia,

Jews, but finding that he could not conscien- 
tiously devote all his time to that work, be gave 
it up, and entered the field of general Christian 
effort. He first became pastor oi a church at 
Sea, in Devonshire, where, 
after a short time, he gave up his stated salary 
and announced that thereafter he would depend 
for personal support eutirely on the contribu- 
tions of Christian friends. Pew rents were thus 
abolis and as aresult there are now hun- 
dreds of churches in England. From that 
time, forty-seven years, he, I never have 
asked ove single human being to give mea 
— for my Own supolies or my family’s. 
etimes I have been without money and re- 
duced to the last piece of bread, vut the relief 
has always come the Lord. 

Ha found that God had work for me in 
Bristol, — there. Seeing Brees § + ge 
. t the streets, poor, and neg- 
ected, I thought if God provided for me and 
my family He would provide for them, too. 


This thought came again and again into my | 


mind, but the dithculties were great, and my 
hands were so full that it only remained in my 
mind fora time. But in the year 1834 it became 
so impressed upon my mind that I could no 
longer put it aside, and finally I founded an in- 
stitution in order to do something in this way. 
The institution was exceedingly small, We had 
tbree schools in connection withit. The first was 
to give free education to neglected children, the 
second to circulate the Scriptures among the 
poor, and the third to sek to de something for 
missionary work. We had only one day-school 
to in with, one Sunday-school, and one adult 
school. Yet it was a beginning, and my hope 
was that God would help us further, for I de- 
termined out and out that the work should be 
in every way according tohis mind. That seems 
to be a matter of the deepest moment. It is 
pot enough that we are doing the work of God, 
but it must be out and out the work of God, 
and done in God's way. 

As everybody sought „Ur rich men to be 
patrons of their institutidns, I came to the con- 
clusion that I would give that honor to the 
Living God Himself, and in writing circulars to 
friends at a distance, whose prayers and coun- 
sels I asked, 1 stated that one of the conditions 
of the institution, and the first principle, was 
that the Living God Himself should be onr 

atron, and that no human being should be so 
—— Now the Lord has proved during 
these forty-three years and seven months that 
it is to have Him lor a patron. Most abund- 
antly has He blessed the work, materially and 
spiritually. He biesses it now as He did at 
first, though it has grown to be 305 times 
greater. 

Another principle on which the institution 
was established—I do not mention all—was that 
it would never .go into debt. Though I have 
been in the greatest straits and difficulties, 
though for eleven years we were in the greatest 
straits and difficulties, we never went into debt, 
so that there was a balance in the treasury, great 
or small, at the end of each year. At 
the end of the first year we had six day schools 
instead of one, we been abie to circulate 
several hundred copies of the Word of God, 
and had been able to do something for mission- 
ary work. After the institution had been in 
existence eighteen months, ove thing was added, 
and that was the orphan work, and it is now 
the greatest orphan institution in the world. 

I was particularly ied to it in this way: It 
appeared to me that it would be of immense 
benetit to the Church of Christ at large if there 
were something seen even in these days, in the 
ningteenth century, as to the willingness on the 
part of God to answer prayer, and to show how 
much, simply through the instrumentality of 
prayer and faith, could be accomplished even in 
this century. From all that 1 had seen as pas- 
wr of a large church and by correspondence 
with so many thousands of Ubhristians 
all over the world, 1 had learned how 
deeply important it was that the 
Church of Christ should have an iucrease 
of faith and that it might be clearly and dis- 
tinctly seen that God is willing to do great 
things simply in answer to prayer. Well, this 
was continually on my mind, and finally I came 
to this conclusion, that if 1, a poor man without 
any property, could simply through the instru- 
mentality of prayer and faith, without asking 
a human being for assistance, support five, ten, 
fifty, a hundred orphans, it would be a proof 
that God will answer prayer. I knew very well 
that the word of God ought to be enough. but 
I thought that some such proof as this might be 
of assistance to wavering men and women. After 
having weighed the matter careiully aud probed 
my heart to see that there was no vanity in it, 
and that I was desirous only of the glory of 
God, I decided that notwithstanding the 
work which I had on band, would 
make a beginning of the orphan work. Af- 
ter having come to this decision, I was 
sitting one evening in my room reading 
consecutively through the Holv Scriptures as 
my habit has been for forty-eight years, when I 
came in the Eighty-first Psalm to this statement 
in the tenth verse: “Iam Jehovah, thy God, 
who brought thee out of the land of Egypt; 
open thy mouth wide, and I will fill it.“ After 
having read these words I put aside the Bible, 
locked the door, and prayed that God might 
give me the power to establish an orphan asy- 
lum if He so willed, and give me a thousand .. 
pounds as a beginning. Now a thousand pounds 
is the merest little triflmg sum to me at pres- 
ent, for I have often singe then paid out six 
times as much iu one day for the institution, but 
at that time it was an immense sum to me, and 
I had not the least natural expectation ol get- 
ting it. Nevertheless, I asked it at tue hands of 
my Heavenly Fatber, and believed He would 
give it to me. The next day 1 received from a 
poor German missionary who was staying at my 
house a shilling. That was the first donation, 
and another German missionary who was also 
staying at my house gave me another shilling. 
Then afterward | received large andsmall dona- 
tions, s0,;that little by little the money came in. 
Whenever I received a donation I thanked God 
and asked for more. I had the full expectat ion 
that God would give me the money. Whenever 
there was a knock at the door, I expected to 
gain something, whenever the letter-carrier 
came, I expected to get something, an! when- 
ever a friend from a distance came I expected 
something. I looked out for the answer, and 
that is the greaf secret of prayer. Be sure that 
we do not speak into the air, but into the ears 
of our Heavenly Father. Many people think 
they want more faith, and then they seek to 
work up their own feelings, as if that would 
give them an increase oj faith. But faith has 
nothing whatever to do with feelings. Faith is 
to receive the Word of God in childlike belief. 
So with me; I probed my heart many times to 
find the will of God. 

Finally | came to the conclusion that it was 
the will of God that I should go forward in this 
matter for the glory of God, for.the good of 
the Church of Christ, and for the blessing of 
the whole world. The caring for the spiritual 
aud physical wants of the orphans was subor- 
dinate to the one prominent object, which was 
the giory of God and the benefit of the Church 
throughout the worid; that there might be 
given a proof in the nineteenth century that 
though Elijah has been taken into Heaven, the 
God of Elijah is alive; that though the Apos- 
tles are gathered to the bosom of the Father, 
the God of the Apostles is living; to give the 
whole wide world a proof that the living God is 
still the living God, and the whole Church of 
Christ in the whole wide world a proof of the 
readiness on the part of God to answer prayer. 
Therefore I never asked a human being for 
anything, that it might be seen that God 
was willing to give. I do not mean to 
say that it is sinful for a Christian worker to go 
to a liberal and prosperous brother for means to 
carry lorward Christian effort, but I would not 
do it myself, for the reason I have given. And 
thus the work has been going on vow for these 
more than forty years. Noone has been asked 
for a cent in tbe whole wide world, and again 
and again I have stated in the public reports 
which 1 publish yearly that if there is any one 
in the whole wide world who can prove that 
either directly or indirectly I have asked him 
for anything, let it be known, and I will 
acknowledge before the whole world that I am 
a liar and a deceiver. But no one has come for- 
ward because there is no one to come forward; 
that isthe simple reason. After alittle while 
we were in a position to rent a house, I engag 
helpers, and it was announced that we were 
ready to receive orphans. But see how it came 
about. | wassitting at the vestry to receive appli- 
cations for the admission of orphans, but no one 
caine. | sat through the two hours that 1 had 
fixed upon to beatthe spot. No one came, 
and I had to go home without a single applica- 
tion being made. When evening came, I shut 
my door, 1 fell flat on my face, probing my 
heart to see whether my object was not to ob- 
tain honor among men. But I came to the 
conclusion as I had before, that I sought only 
the honor of,Goa. Then 1 called upon God, 
and said that if it were His will, | would gladly 
give up the work even then, but that it seemed 
to me that He would be more honored if it 
went on. Then the thought struck me that I 
had not got any orphans because I had not 
asked for them. They were so plentiful that I 
bad never thought it necessary to ask God to 
send them to ine. Sol prayed tor them. The 
next morning the first application was made, 
before the nonth was out there were forty-three, 
and since then there have been 10,000 applica- 
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While I was exercised about this matter, I was 
visiting onc day the brethren and sisters under 
my pastoral care. The next morning, sitting in

Sometimes money would come to us from Ire- 
land, or Scotland, or Canada, or France, or the 
United States, or India; sometimes a friend 
would bring us something; sometimes a jeweler 
would come with money for valuable articles 
that he had sold for us: but in one way or anoth- 
er help always came. These continned 
for eleven it pws and in those years we were 
thus relieved not ten or twenty, but more than 
eleven hundred tim It was comparatively a 
rare thing when wehad food for a day ahead, 
anda very rare thing when we had three days’ 
— in advance. {he only difficulty that we 
experienced was that once in one of the houses 
the children had to wait half an hour for their 
dinner because the relief. had come so late that 
the meat could not be cooked in time. 

One night we had a praver-meeting when there 
was nothing to eat, and no money, and I had to 
go home leaving matters in that condition. I 

ad no monev of my own, for as long as I had 
anything the orphans never wanted, though I 
never took any of their money, never, never, 
never. The next morning I weft to the orphan 
house to see whether any thing had come in, be- 
el would have dismissed the orphans be- 
fore I would incur any debt. I found when [ 
reached the house that a gentleman had just 


left three gold pieces amoun to about $15. 
He had come in and said: It lay on my heart 
to bring you this money now.“ The most im- 


portant part of it I learned more than twelve 
months after. When the next report was writ- 
ten, I referred to this remarkable answer to 
prayer. Soon after a Christian brother came to 
me, told me that he bad given the gold pieces 


au explained how it happened. 
He was a great manufacturer. He 
started that morning for his palce of 


his office letters of importance which he was 
anxious to see. After he had walked some dis- 
tance, he said to himself, “I ought to take 
something to the orphans this morning.“ But 
he reasoned with himself that he had no time 
then, and that he would do it in the evening. 
So he walkea on. But this thought was in his 
heart: 1 must take something to the 
orphans,’’ and so he turned back in the direction 
of the orphan house. But after he had gone 
part of the way he said to himself, No, I 
must see those letters, and Ican goin the 
— So be turned back again toward his 
office. Walking again some distance the thought 
came again and again to his mind, “ You ought 
to take it;“ “ You ought totakeit;” Lou 
ought to take it;“ and at last he turned around, 
went to the house and leit the money. It was 
sixteen months after that that I learned this. 

There are three objections which are made to 
this system. The first is, that it owed its suc- 
cess to its novelty. Butit is now forty-three 
years since the work was commenced, and it is 
now more prosperous than ever. The second is, 
that people gave money to me because I was a 
foreigner. But that does not seem reasonabie, 
because people would be more likely to trust 
their money with theirown countrymen than 
with a foreigner. Others said that I got mone 
by means of the report which I published, suc 
as all institutions make. To prove that the in- 
stitution did not depend on the report, when the 
next year was by and we were in the deepest 
poberty, I said, “I shali publish no report, in 
order that I may show that we obtain our sup- 
port trom the Living God.“ The second, third, 
fourth, fifth months went by, and the 
poverty continued. So we went on the 
whole year and the next year, continu- 
ally waiting on God. At the end of the 
second year people said. Now he will publish 
a report.“ I published none. In the third year 
we began in the deepest poverty, and at the 
end of the fourth month a large donation was 
sent over from India. Then I published the re- 
port to speak of the abundance which God had 
given us. At another time I acted in a similar 
way, just to show that we were not dependent 
ob reports. 

I determined to build a house for 300 orphans, 
and, after nearly four years, id was completed, 
with money obtained by prayer, and, after pay- 
ing $76,000 for it, I had several thousand dol- 
lars over and above. ‘The most remarkable part 
of it was that, during all this time, while I had 
tens of thousands of dollars in hand for the 
building fund, we were very poor with regard 
to current expenses. I pever touched the 
building fund, because I wanted to progress, 
not go backward io faith. Scarce was the 
house completed when applications were 
so numerous that I had to think of building 
another house to contain 700 more. After years 
of prayer and work it was completed ata total 
cost of $215,000, and that so increased my faith 
that if I became convinced that it was God's 
will that I should do a work that required 
$5,000,000 I would begin it with complete confi- 
dence. The houses last built accommodated 
400 and 450 respectively, and after they were 
paid for I had $10,000 left. After we had pro- 
vided for 1,150, 1 found that 900 more were 
waiting to come in, and I determined to build a 
house to receive them. The money came in and 
the work was accomplished after awhile. Now 
we cau take care of 2,050 at once, and, as a good 
many go out from time to time, we have alto- 
gether each year about 2,270. We receive 
orphans from the earliest ages; when the boys 
are 14 or 15 years old and the girls 17 
they are as a rule apprenticed or put out 
to domestic service; but the best and 
brightest are trained to be teachers. We have 
three conditions for the recep§ion of children. 
They must be full orphans, they must have 
been lawfully begotten, and they must be in 
destitute circumstances. I hag had the joy of 
meeting many of them in the United States, in 
respectable positions. We have received dona- 
to $40,500 at one 

ime. Our expenses are $225,000 a year, and I 
bave received together about $4,000,000, sim- 
ply in answer to the prayer of faith, and if ar- 
ticles of food, etc., could be calculated, that 
amount would. be greativ increased. Besides 
the orphan institution we have seventy-five day 
schools, thirty-nine Sunday-schools, and six 
aduit schools. We have now in these schools 
10,000 scholars, besides the 2,000 orphans. 
Then we seek to circulate the Holy 
Scriptures, and we have sent out 
thousands of copies every year. We aiso 
circulate about 4,000,000 of tracts every year, 
8,000,000 of which are given awav. e have 
circulated altogether about 62,000,000 of tracts. 
We have had more than 61,000 chilaren in the 
schools, besides 5,000 orphans. I have sought 
from the beginning to assist missionaries, and 
we have had in various parts of the worid 170 
missionaries who have been aided from our 
funds. 

This is a brief outline of what 1 have to say 
r the institution. The money is com- 
ing in. In the schools we have between 200 and 
300 Christian men and women as teachers, 
whom I obtained also from God in answer to 

rayer. All this 1 have related to my beloved 
shristian brothers in order that they may be 
more and more encouraged to carry all toeir 
trials to the Lord in prayer, and expect help 
from Him.

But it may be worthy of attention to consider 
who were the candidates thus treated as out- 
laws by the Government of France, what are 
the crimes they impute to them, and what are 
the dangerous doctrines which they feel it a 
duty to extirpate. |

Catholicism pure and simple is a somewhat 
different thing. I cannot shut my eyes to the 
fact that in such a district as this there is much 
genuine religious feeling and attachment to the 
Church as a religious institution. The Church 
is in no way in r, unless it is determined 
to commit suicide. If it wiil keep within its 
spiritual functions, it will brobably be left to 
its own strength to rise or to fall. But if it 
converts relizion itself into a wretched political 
intrigue, no one on earth can say what fate may 
not be in store for it. I attended on Sunday the 
mass in the magnificent Church of St. 
Severin, every stone of which seems to recall a 
tragic history of religious and political passion, 
that has hardly known a cessation in this city 
for a period of nearly eight centuries. As the 
full choir of voices and the stately organ rolled 
its peals through those vast and massive vaul ts, 
it was impossible to deny that the crowded and 
devout congregation before me were stirred by 
more than habit or self-interest. There was 
real religious feeling in the crowd, the largest 
that I have yet seenina French church, and, 
what is unusual, consisting, at least as to 
a tenth part of the worshipers, of 
men, and not simply of women. But if Cathol- 
icism is to survive as a religious force it must 
rid itself of those tainted political allies with 
which it is casting in its lot. It is choking 
itself by adhesion to a Legitimism which is a 
toy, a plaything, a rich man’s whim, like old 
lace or em armor. It is corrupting itself 
by association with reckless adventurers, whose 


souls thirst after bubble companies and 
diplomatic p and it is defiling 
itself with an alliance with the “young 


bloods’ of a debauched and shameless society 
—a selfish, idle, enervated clique of dandies. 
As 1 down the street, full of these 
thoughts, I stood watching the religious works 
of art in a tamous emporium of K*. and 
sacred momentoes. There are ecstat gins 
and Josephsin statuary and plaster, in paint 
and in print, an infinite variety of saints, and 
the Soldier of Christ, with his ambulance 
around him, and a bullet through 
the centre of his Geneva cross. It was ail 
very pretty—in part, very sublime. And beside 
these sacred emblems was a gaudy and wax 
picture of the Last Moments of Louis XVI. 
and his Son,“ heroic and ecstatic, but marred 
somewhat by four most giobular tears, like 
pearls, which stood with strict precision on each 
of the Royal and Princely cheeks—all cold, fan- 
tastic, unreal. Beside it all stood the only real 
works of art in the whole collection—spirited 
pictures of High Life,’’ after the style of the 
Vie Parisienne. Ah! 1 thought, so it is; 
Clericalism is simply killing Catholicism. 


GENERAL NOTES. 


Mrs. Mary J. Proctor, of Rochester, bequeath- 
ed the bulk of her estate, amounting to about 
$200,000, to various benevolent institutions of 
the Episcopal Church. 

The average length ofthe pastorate in the 
United Presbyterian Church is eight vears. 
There are now 500 unemployed ministers and a 
large number of vacant churches. 


The Cathedral of St. Luke at Portland, Me., 
was consecrated recently by Bishop Neely. It 
cost $125,000. Ten years have passed since the 
foundation was laid, but the consecration has 
been delayed until all the debt was paid. 


A new Baptist congregation has been organ- 
ized out of the remains of the Brogd-Street 
Church, Elizabeth, N. J. A call had been ex- 
tended to the Rev. John McKeriney, a re- 
cent graduate of Rochester Theological Semi- 
nary. 

The Young Men’s Christian Association of 
this city will include among its Saturday after- 
noon entertainment attractions veotriloquism 
and magic-lantern pictures. The idea is to get 
hold of the younger boys and keep them from 
going to the circus. 


Methodism has a firm foothold in Germany, 
according to Dr. Nast, who says that there are 
now in that country more than 150 preachers, 
11,000 members, 62 churches, 623 stations or 
preaching places, one theological school, aud a 
book concern, wuick publishes thousands of vol- 
umes and millions of tracts every year. 


In 1867 there were 194 Congregational 
Churches in New York. Since that time thirty 
have disappeared, afew, however, having be- 
come Presbyterian. There are now 250 churches 
of that name in New York Statc, twenty-five of 
which have been added from the Welsh, aod 
sixty more from other independent organiza- 
tions. The membership ten years ago was 20, 
000; it is now 80,000. 


The Italian Catholic papers are lamenting 
that journalism has no patron saint, and they 
have petitioned the Pope to supply the lack.

What we 
would like to learn is how the Pope is to com- 
municate with Brother de Sales and learn 
whether he is willing to undertake the addi- 
tional labor. Catholic journalists nced a great 
deal of attention. 


The Seaman’s Friend Society is now sending 
libraries to the United States life-saving sta- 
tions on the coast and lakes. This is a useful 
work, even if the books are somewhat dull, for 
the time of the men hangs so heavily on their 
havds that they are willing to read anything, no 
matter how dry. During the intervals between 
disasters these men have almost mtbing to do. 
Eigisty librairies have thus been sent, contain- 
ing over 3,000 volumes. 


The Presbyterian Synod of Ohio is consider- 
ing an appeal from the Presbyterv of nnati 
in the famous case of Skinner against McCune. 
The case was disposed of by the General Assem- 
bly last May, and McCune is not now in the de- 
nomination, but still the Synod has decided to 
review the proceedings of the Presbytery.

WHAT IS COMEDY ? 
SOME ANSWERS TO BOUCICAULT’S QUERY. 

Boucicau!t’s conundrum, *“* What is Comedy?” 
das been travel ng all over the country begging 
‘or a solution, but up to date no satisfactory 
snswer has been. received. The New York 
Hera'd seut a reporter to explore the interior 
of the brains of several eminent literary men 
on the sub ect, and they all gave it up in despair. 
Dion himself has not yet been put upon the 
stand, save in one instance, by a Detroit man, 
and then he neatly evaded the question by be- 
wailing his success, and tntimating that be was 
one of the most miserable men on earth. Now, 
that was a good answer to his own question. 
“The sorrows of Boucicault”’ written by him- 
self would make a comedy. 

We have been making some inquiries into this 
matter here, not to be behind other enterprising 
jonrnals. aud we find a wonderful variety of 
opinions. 

Richard Hooley says he could not remember 
the Greek definition of the word, but he could 
give an idea of what was meant by comedy in 
plaip English, “‘Whenamav puts his hand 
into his pocket aud finds a dollar bill there that 
he did not expect to find, that.“ said Mr. 
Hooley, appears to me to be a comedy situa- 
tion in the best sense of the word. Again, when 
you go toastore wita that same bill and ais- 
cover that it is a counterfeit, I think it dips into 
melodrama. But vou'd better go and see 
Quinlan, perhaps.” 

Jack tiaverly said: A comedy is that which 
pays expenses, because, you see, comedy must 
always involve a happy termination. When it 
ceases to pay expenses, it becomes tragic right 
away. When it neither pays nor loses,—that is, 
when it’s a kind of stand-off between a success 
and a failure,—I call it a faree. It's neither fish, 
flesh, nor fowl. When it ruins the manager, it 
is—it is—”’

You 
sec a very dilapidated old man, my dear fellow,“ 
said the veteran, holding out his swollen hands 
to be rubbed. ‘Ah, I’ve bad a terrible lesson,“ 
he continued, but if I only get over this I 
won't be such a fool again. It was the height of 
foily my attempting to go on with this business 
alter mv last attack of rheumatism,—the great- 
est folly ever committed by a respectable mid- 
dle-aged gentleman. It seems to me all like a 
horrid nightmare, which even now I can’t shake 
off. If I could only sleep and forget. I've 
scarcely closed my eyes for four weeks. What 
with pain and my anxieties, with that company 
on my hands, I hade endured the turments of 
the damned. But I stuck to my work as long 
as I could stand up. We did a good weck’s 
business in Pittsburg, and had fair houses at 
Vayton; but at Cleveland we had that dreadful 
wet weather, and it put me on my back again.“ 

BOUCICAULT

I ama 
meiancholy recluse, having little, very little, 
companionship with individuals; an intense, 
eager longing to reach out and clasp men’s 
hearts, to unlock the fountains of nature and 
attune my work to those exquisite melodies 
which have their origin in the gentler emotions,

The Political Situation as Viewed 
Atter Election. 


A Democratic Victory Which Was a 


Half- Defeat. 


Tammany “ Bucking the Tiger” 
at Morrissey’s. 


The Extraordinary Canvass of a 
Dull Campaign. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Nifty York, Nov. 8.—In the face of a prated 


Democratic victory, it may sound strangely vw 
that the result of Tuesday's elections in 


“his State is in no small degree gratifying to the. 


Republicans. Such, however, is the case. The 
Democratic victory was only in part. The 
other side had its successes, too; and more sat- 
isfactory than these, even, is the disclosure of 
the fact that the Tilden wail of fraud is a pow- 
sricss thing in politics now and henceforth. By 
ts Convention and stump orators the noble 
Democracy of the Empire State were called up- 
on to rise and avenge the wrong inflicted upon 
her eminent son. They did not rise, to speak 
of. On the contrary, the country districts did 
their vest, with heavy odds against them, to 
gbow their repudiation of both Tilden and 
Conkling, and their support of the Administra- 
tion. Lf the State ticket did not arouse enthus- 
jasm, the Senatorial and Assembly contests did, 
aud in these the Republicans disappointed 
thoroughly the hopes of their opponents. The 
Democratic leaders were relying upon a reaction 
in their favor, based on the asserted feeling of the 
masses in regard to the Electoral Commission.

FASHION NOTES. 
ABOUT BONNETS. 
New York Evening Post. 

„There's never so much pleasure in wearing 
a bonnet the second year, especiaily when the 
crowns are so chancy, never two summers 
alike,” says Mrs. Tulliver to Mrs. Pullet in 
„The Mill on the Floss,” in that admirable 
scene where the versatile genius of the writer 
devicts the family conclave on the bonnet; and 
the remark holds good now, for the capote of 
last year cannot be made to tide over another 
winter; the soft crown, the Normandy and the 
plaited crown have had their day and have given 
way tothe stiff, plain one, which Virot and 
other French milliners have adopted; and now 
plaip satin bonnets of a dull shade of red of the 
most antiquated make are finished with very 
little trimming, and are among the nost stylish 
for winter wear, but they are severely plain. 

Another style adapted by a celebrated French 
house,—the *‘ Maison Felix.“ for receptions or 
full dress is nothing but a double wreath of 
flowers; these are large double pansies of vel- 
vet, or Marshal Neil roses, or the Gen. Jac- 
quiminot rose, or some other large flower ar- 
ranged in a double wreath ona wire band, and 
this forms the hat, the back being composed of 
tulle veils of color, or of black or white, which 
hang almost to the waist. This style is known 
as the St. Felix,” and is very elegant. A 
modification of this has been shown here amon 
this season’s bonnets; it has a front of tulle, 
lace, flowers, and ribbons, and the crown is left 
open to show the comb. White bonnets are 
much worn for dress occasions, and are of plush, 
clouded satin, terry, or uncut velvet and satin; 
white feathers and wnite pearl ornaments are 
used with white flowers for trimmings. 

Marie de Medicis and Marie Stuart bonnets 
have the fronts shirred on wires, the outside of 
some dark shade, the inside of a contrasting 
light one. These are dressy bonnets, and are 
much affected by Gengette, one of the welli- 
known French milliners. The bergere or 
shepberdess, a creation of Virot’s, is a most ar- 
tistic but most trying affair, needing a pretty, 
fresh face to show it off; its sides are held down 
by the ribbon which passes over the crown and 
ties beneath the back hair; it is generally of 
some light shade of plush. The shape 
is still a favorite, and in felt or fur beaver there 
are many of the flaring shapes of round 
hats, which are half bonnets, and among which 
the mousquetaire, with its long, drooping 
feathers, is about the most gracef The fur 
beavers are never much trimmed; they are 
turned up at the side with some quaint orna- 
ment, and have a handsome feather, but those 
shown from Virot’s are almost like riding-hats 

CLOAKS. 
New York World. 

Among the newest styles of imported cloaks 
is one made of a heavy cafe au lait colored 
cloth. It is very long, buttoning from the neck 
down to the end ot the cloak. In shape it is 
the old-time coachman’s cloak, postilion fash- 
jon, with a cape falling over the shoulders. The 
sleeves are large, and finished at the wrist as an 
overcoat would be. The bottom was trimmed 
with a broad band of yellowish fox-fur. There 
was also a beautiful gray cloth cloak, in shape 
that of a long sack, the front being one mass of 
a kind of beavy corded trimming the same color 
as the cloak, ending at the bottom of the front 
only with tassels, one serving as a pendant to 
each cord. The back was also ornamented by a 
large cord, crosseu and ing in and out 
through the cloth, forming a lacing, ending in a 
tie with tassels at the end. The sleeves were 
the regular overcoat sleeve, such as men wear 
trimmed around the wrist with a broad 
band of dark otter fur. The bottom of 
the cloak at the back was also trimmed 
with the same fur. The front was 
double-breasted, and held together from top to 
bottom with large loops of a cord, button- 
ing across from side to side. Cloaks are also 
made short. One of biack armure silk, quite 
short in the back, the front being rather long 
and trimmed with black thread lace about seven 
inches wide, with a broad passementerie head- 
ing, was extremely pretty for a dress cloak. 
The lining was of fur. ng silk garments 
lined with fur are still worn, but cloth seems to 
be more used this season than it has been for 
many years. Very long black kid gloves dre 
fashionable in Paris. Damasse and rough 
materials are still used, but are not as elegant 
as ladies’ cloth and casnmere. One of the novel- 
ties in dress this season is the old-fashioned 
broad collar and cuffs of Ducbesse lace. Dresses 
are made very much with vests. A plain black 
silk, mixed with silk with small satin polka 
dots, 1s very elegant. The vest for a dress of this 
kind should be made of the spotted silk. Sleeves 
are worn quite short, finished with lace or worn 
with a deep, either linen or lace, cuff, to suit 
the taste of the wearer. A very pretty wrapper 
or morning-dress may be made of a very deli- 
cate shade of light blue or gray cashmere, cut 
in one piece, or the Gabriella shape. In front, 
from the neck down, have a broad revers of 
either black or brown velvet, and the neck fin- 
ished with a velvet collar, fastened at the throat 
by a bow of narrow velvet ribbon, Between the 
reyers have a breadth of velvet, continuing up 
the entire front and waist, as there should be 
quite a space between the revers. The dress 
fastens at the side, under the revers, and a belt, 
passing from the side, under the revers, lies at 
the side with a bow with quite long ends.

WHY THE REV. MISS SMITH RE- 
SIGNED HER CHARGE. 
New York Times. 

The history of the late difficulty in the Ed- 
garton (Wis.) Universalist Society will * 
more plainly than the most careful and elabor- 
ate argument the unfitness of women for the 
pulpit, The congregation in question was pre- 
sided over by a female pastor, who was young, 
and not altogether ugly. In fact, a number ot 
near-sighted and weak-eyed young men were of 
the opinion that her extreme beauty of charac- 
ter made her seem really beautiful, provided 
one did not examine her in a strong light. 
Miss Smith—for it would hardly be delicate 
to point ber out by any distinctive name— 
was learned and eloquent, at least in the es- 
timation of her hearers. Her sermon, entitled 
„Will There be Daisies in the Future World?” 
was published last winter in pamphlet 
form, and was called by the local newspaper 
n masterly discussion of a theme of transcend- 
ent importance to the inquiring soul.“ After 
preaching for nearly a year, her popularity re- 
mained unabated, and up to the first Sunday of 
last month no one had found any fault either 
with her private or her ministerial conduct. 

It was on the morning of the day just men- 
tioned that Miss Smith entered the meeting- 
house, while the choir was executing a most 
complicated request. in four parts and a chorus, 
for the disconsolate to come and be cheered up. 
She walked gracefully up the aisle, and tripped 
lightly up the pulpit s Sie was about half- 
way up the stairs when the accident happened. 
Whether it had been fasténed insecurely, or 
whether the clasp was defective, the world will 
never know. The only thing of which we can 
be sure is that it dropped on precisely the most 
conspicuous stair of the whole flight. 

It so happened that the pulpit stairs were car- 
peted with costly Brussels, and that the Deo- 
cons, being of an economical turn of mind, had 
covered the carpet with a light-brown floor cloth 
which, through repeated washings, had faded 
until it was nearly white. On this licht back- 
ground the circiet of scarlet glowed as il it were 
a band of red-hot iron, while the nickel-plated 
clasps shone and flashed in the sunbeams. 
There was not an eye in the audience that was 
not riveted on the pulpit stairs, and a thrill of 
admiration mingied with horror 9 
passed through nearly all except the very old- 
est of the worshipers. 

Ot course, in itself considered, a bit of scarlet 
cloth, whether elastic or not elastic, is not nec- 
essarily a dangerous thing; but when we con- 
sider al) the circumstances of the affair, it must 
be admitted that the attention of Miss Smith’s 
audience was in a fair way to be distracted from 
the sermon. Two men were found who were 
boid enough’to attempt to face the situation. 
The Superintendent of the Sunday-school, a 
young man who admired Miss Smith, and re- 
garded Pollok’s Course of Time as superior 
to Paradise Lost, and was excessively near- 
sighted, noticed that his revered pastor had 
dropped what he imagined to be a Russia leather 
purse. He at once rose from his seat with the 
intention of picking up the article, but as he 
bent down for the pu > a perceptible 
shudder through his slight frame. 
He turned deadly pale, leaned for a 
moment against the ralling of the stairs, 
then pensively went back to his seat and 
buried his face in-his hands. The senior dea- 
con. fancving that the young man had suddenly 
been taken ill, rose up and in his turn went to 
the pulpit stairs, but before he had time to re- 
cover the lest article his wife, an exceedingly 
narrow old lady, with very sharp edges whis- 
pered in a shriil tone, Deacon Smediey, dou’t 
you dare to touch it!” and the good deacon 
went meekly back to his seat. Nothing further 
was attempted. During the entire services the 
scarlet and the nickel-plate flamed and glisten- 
ed, and there were not two persons in the au- 
dience who had the least idea of what the ser- 
mon treated. For the next three ur four days 
the event was warmly discussed and so much 
indignation was expressed by the lady mem- 
bers of the congregations—some of whom hinted 
that so-called accidents sometimes happen on 
pu and that a female minister ought to be 
asham to set an example of worldly 
extravagance in dress—that the unſortu- 
nate Miss Smith resigned her pastorate and 
shook the dust of Edgarton from her feet. 

Of course, no possible blame can be attached 
to Miss Smith, but at the same time it is evident 
that the accident which led to her withdrawal 
from her pulpit could never have happened to a 
masculine minister: for, as a melancholy con- 
sequence of the fal] of Adam, men have been 
compelled to wear short socks. Without enlarg- 
ing upon a painful topic, it is sufficient to call 
attention to Miss Smitb's case as an evidence 
that Nature has not designed women for the 
ministry, arid as an illustration of what may at 
any time spoil the sermon and impair the use- 

ess of the ablest female minister.
